The Roman Catholies through Arehbishop Langevin 
applied for the re-opening of the day sehool on the 
Waywayseeeapo Reserve in November, 1894, They put up & 
wuilding and opened the sehool on the 14th of Mareh of 
that year. The Department never assisted this sehool and 
so far as it is aware it was only carried on for a short 
time. Mr. Agent Markle, who reported on the opening of 
the sehool, stated that "I think you will agreewith me 
that there will be a clashing of interests between the two 
Christian denominations, Presbyterian and Roman Catholie, 
if the seheol on the Reserve is to be continued,” The 
eorrespondence regarding this selol closed on the 12th 
ef October, 1895.

With weference to letter of the 11th 
instant, from Rey, R. 2. Mackay, Toronto, regarding a som- 
mariication which he has received to the effect that auth- 
ority had been given for the erection by the Roman Catholic 
Church of a day school on the Lizard Point reserve, Man. ;

MEMORANDUM. 
Ww Mr, scott,- 

Rev. Father Leonard, Principal of the Pine Oreek 
noardiyé oho, writes the Department stating that the 
Indians of lizard Point (Waywayseecappo’s Band No. 62) 
wish to have a day school on their reserve, as their chil- 
dren are growing up Without education, 

There are 204 Indians in this band, 80 of whom 
are Presbyterians, 43 Roman Catholics, $0 pagang and one 
Anglican. ‘There are 46 children of school age, 15 of 
whom are enrolled at the Birtle Boarding school and one 
at Qu'aAppelle, leaving 30 children without any educational 
facilities. ‘The 15 children at Birtle should account for 
nearly all the Presbyterian children on the reserve. 

In 189% Mr. Markle, who was then in charges of 
the Birtle Agency, reported that the Roman Catholics had 
put up a schoolhouse on the reserve, which was opened 
in March of that year with an enrolment of 13 pupils. 

The Department never recognized or assisted this school 
and as far as it is aware it was only carried on for 25 


days, Mr. Agent Markle, who reported on the opening of 
the 
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the school stated that "I think you will agree with me 
that there will be a clashing of interests between the 
two Ohristian denominations, Presbyterian and Roman 
Catholic, if the school on the reserve is to be con- 
tamed,” 

The correspondence regarding this school 
ceased in October, 1905, and the only subsequent letters 
received have been from the Presbyterian Church authoritieds 
protesting against the Roman Oatholics having a school 
on this reserve, The Roman Catholics would certainly 
object to the school being placed in charge of the Pres- 
byterians and, as it Would be impracticable to have two 
Schools there, I do not see what can be done, unless 


they would agree upon a undenominational school, 
should you care to entertain the application 


for the establishment of a school on this reserve it 
might be well to have a report from Inspector Jackson 
and Agent Wheatley as to the educational needs of this 


band,

No,111,587, regarding the request of the Chief and 
Councillors of the Waywayssecappo's reserve, No.62, 
for the puxpame oping of a day school on the reserve 
I wish to report as follows:« 

The families on the reserve, are scattered 
all over the reserve and their houses are quite a dig- 
tance apart. This would enteil, if a day school was 
opened, the necessity for vans to be in operation to 
take the children to the school, The expenses wuld 
be large and the attendance, in my opinion, would not 
be satisfactory, unless compulsory attendance was 
strictly enforced, 

The object of the Indians, in wanting a day 
school opened on the reserve, is to keep them from 
sending their children to the Boarding schools, this 
applies, especially, to the parents, who are Roman 
Catholics, who are adverse to sending their children, 
on account of the long distences of their schools 
from their reserve, 

A number of parents, Roman Catholic, were 
willing to send their children to the Birtle Boarding 
school, but as the regulations does not allow this I 
urged the parents ( who were very indignant because 
they could not send then Jo the Birtle school)te send 
themr children, either to Pine Creek, Sandy Bay, or 

To Crooked Lake Boarding, or the Qu'Appelle Industrial 
The Asst, Deputy and Secretary, Industrial

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@ Industrial schools, but the Indians refused to send them, 

& stating that the schools were too far away from the 
reserve, This is another fecter, when they could not 
send their children to the Birtle Boarding scheol, why 
the Indians, requested Rev, Father Lenoard, when he 
visited their reserve in May last,to have a day scheol 
opened on the reserve, 

The number of children of school age on the 
reserve, including all denominations ig 34, 
Religious denominations are ag follows:< 


Presbyterians attending Birtle Bdg. school 13 
do Living on reserve lo 
Roman Catholice attending Q’Appelle Indytt 
do ©. do: on reserve 12 
Pagans, on reserve, Ze & 

Out of the 34 children of school age on the 
reserve, a number would have to be deducted, as not 
physically fit to attend school regularly, probably 
7 or 8, prehaps more, 

As the Boarding schools are the best suited 
fo tthe education of the Indian Tece, and as a nwnber 
of them, (Boarding schools) need more Pupils, especially 
the Birtle Boarding school, which has been remodeled 
at « large expense I would not advise the opening of 
a day school on the reserve, The present advantages 
for the education of their children, are not accepted 
by the Indians, es they should be, which are given at 
no cost or trouble te the parents,

Your letter No.111587, of dete May 3.st was received by me 
while out on the Annual Treaty paying trip. While at the Pine & 
Creok Reswrve in June, I sew Father Leonard about this matter and 
he knew little about it. I advised him to get those Roman 
Catholic children into the Pine Creek School as I could not recommend 
the starting of a dey school on the reserve. 1 was at the reserve 
last week and did not think it necessary to call a meeting of the 
band to consider the starting of e day school, as we talked cver the 
matter ebout a year ago. At the present time there are about 
thirty children of school age available for school and they are 
about equally divided between the Presbyterian, Roman Catholic and 
Pagan Religions, and any Day School started would have to be 
Nondenominational, and this would not suit the Roman Catholic Church. 
In view of the scettered settlement and the neerness of the 
Boarding Schools,I cannot recommend the starting of a dey school on 


this reserve.

Cappo reserve, to go to school.

homes at noliday time,and taken back to school when 
the nolidays are over, 


there are approximately thirty-six shildren 
of Koman Catholic pagentage on this Keserve.Six of them 


attend the yrespisactag Sebel ak akstis.ond attends the 

Roman Catholic School at Lébret,one attends the &.C.School 
at Sandy Bay,and one attends tne K.C.School at Fine Creek.

fhe Father of the three fanner girlse,tdward 
Tanner,sgned the application form for Amelie Tanner 
aS a lresbyterian. /#rancis tanner,the Father of the 
two lanner boys,gave nis Keligion as Presbyterian in 
the application for admission form.1I nave no copy on 
file of the application form for Jean Mecas,but I 
toink it likely that in that case also tue rather has 
weiven his religion as fresbyterian.My opinion is that 
these people were ogiginally Roman Catholics,although 
they were educated in the Birtle School.Vor many years 
there was no Catholic church on this Ke serve, though 
they had occasional visits from a Friest.Now they have 
® new church built,and are having services more regularly, 
and in consequence,are returning to their original faith. 
Others in this Band have recently been baptized as Homan 
Catholics,who were Presbyterians until now.In reality 
I am of the opinion that these people have no real

Inspector Hamilton states that a Roman 

Catholic church was erécted om this reserve a number 
of years ago, on property granted to the church author- 
ities by the Department at that time.

another lot was granted for a cemetery. The new Roman 
Catholic church, which was completed last fall, was 
built on the property formerly set apart for this 

se. The Inspector, in his instructions to the 
ndian Agent, stated definitely that the church, if 
erected, must be erected on the property already owned 
by the church authorities. 


The request of the Indians for the estab- 
lishment of a day school on this reserve has been 
carefully reviewed by the Department from time to time. 
It is not, however, the poli or the intention of the 
De artment to build day schools, unless the accommod- 
ation at other Indian day and residential sehools in 
the district is inadequate to meet the needs of the 
Indian population. No provision has been made in the 
Estimates of this year for the erection of a school 
on this reserve, nor will eny action be taken toward 
the construction of a school until the church author- 
ities now interested in Mission work on the reserve 
are consulted.

In reply to your letter of September 2nd., 
No.106-6-1,requesting to know the number of Indians 
belonging to the Roman Catholic Chureh,residing on 
the Waywayseecappo Reserve,I have to state that I have 
done my best to obtain this information,and have 
interviewed most of the Indians whose religion I was 
in doubt about,and I think the figures givenare 
fairly accurate, 


There are 75 Catholics residing on the 
Reserve,and seventeen Catholic children of school 
age.Five of these children are in the Birtle Resid- 
ential School ané five in Catholic schools.The Roman 
Catholic children who are in the Birtle school were 
signed in as Presbyterians.I am of the opinion that 
the parents of these children are really Catholics, 
but gave their religion as Presbyterian,in order to 
get their children into the Birtle School,so as 
they would be nearer home,than if they went to a 
Catholic School. 


You stated in your letter that at the last 
ensus the population of this Band was 235.You may 
be interesyed to know that in May this year the popul- 
ation was £74,

I have received a number of vigorous protests 
ageinst the erection of a sehool on this reserve, from 
individuels who believe that the erection of a day sehool 
will adversely affect the residential schools in which 
the pupils are now receiving instruction. [If e Catholic 
school were erected, no doubt a demand would immediately 
arise for a school capable of accommodating all the 
children on the reserve - Catholic and non-Cetholic. 

This condition, if allored to develop, would have a very 
serious effect on the attendance at the Birtle residential 
school, operated under the auspices of the Presbyterian 
Ghureh.

I have been consulted by George Shinnicapa, 
Councillor of Rolling River Indian Reserve, and 
David Burns, Councillor of Blphinstone Indian Reserve 
in connection with the existing school arrangements 
for the Indian children on the above three Reserves. 


They stated thet within the last few months 
there have been meetings of the Indians held on each 
of the three Reserves mentioned at which great 
dissatisfaction was expressed with the results obtained 
from the present Indian School at Birtle. They state 
that when their children come back from the Birtle 
achool they usually know nothing practical about farm 
work or other lines of work and are usually quite 
unfitted to do anything useful. They complain that 
at the Indian Sehool there is very little taught to 
the children as to ordinary farming operations or 
other useful kinds of work, and they think that 
instructions should be given along these lines 
in addition to the ordinary school subjects such as 
reading, writing, etc... 
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The Minister of Indian Affairs, November 10th, 19358. 


I have heard that at some of the Western 
Reserves there is a farm instructor engaged by the 
Government for boys of a certain age but do not know 
just bow much is included in this kind of instruction. 


The above parties state that there are about 
fifty children on the Rolling River Reserve ,and thirty 
on the Reserve at Elphinstone and that the fumber at 
Rossburn would be approximately one hundred. This, no 
doubt, includes the children of all ages from seven up 
to eighteen or nineteen. 


The said Councillors state that at all of the 
meetings held on the three reserves, the indians 
expressed the desire to have day schools established on 
each Reserve so that, if possible, the children might 
stay at home and be under their parents supervision 
during the school period. As you no doubt know, the 
Indians are very fond of their children and, like other 
parents, wish to have them at home as much as possible 
during their school years. 


The Councillors have the idea that the Queen 
told the Indian people in the treaties made many years 
ago that they would have the right to have their children 
educated on the Reserves. I do not know what the treaties 
may have provided in this respect but the Indians seem 
to attach great importance to the alleged promise. 


I mentioned to the Councillors the matter of the 
large investment in the Birtle Indian School, aiso the 
considerable further expenditure which would be necessitated 
by establishing schools on the Reserves. They do not 
appear to have considered this angle of the matter very 
much but I think they appreciate the difficulty from the 
financial standpoint. They, however, are very anxious 
to have the separate schools established on the Reserves 
if that is at all possible and have instructed me to 
write your Department to ascertain what you would be 
prepared to do along that linee If it should be found 
impracticable to grant their request at the present time 
they are strongly in favor of adding instruction in 
practical farming and suitable vocational training to the 
curriculum at the Birtle School. 


Although the Councillors did not mention this 
possibility, it occurs to me that the ideal solution

of this problem would be to establich day schools upon 
the Reserves for the younger children between the 

ages of seven and thirteen and to make vocational 
training available for the children from thirteen and 
upwards. This would, I believe, go a long way to 
satisfy the Indians on the sentimental side and would 
supply the children with the practical training in 
farming, trades, etc., at the age when they would be 
best able to take advantage of the same. 


The Indians apparently feel that the education 
their children are at present obtaining is of little 
practical use to them. One of the Councillors remarked 
that when the children come home after going through 
school "they don't know how to work and don't know 
nothing". This is no doubt exaggerated but it seems 
to me that these people have real grounds for 
complaint as to the results of their scho@l education. 


I am sure that your Department will give 
these people's representations careful consideration and 
trust that something may be done along the lines 
suggested to improve the situation. I will be glad 
to hear from you at an early date advising as to your 
attitude to my clients' request.

It is my personal opinion that the policy of 
the Government with respect to the education of the Indian 
population will move gradually toward the multiplication 
of Indien day sehools on reserves, and it is just possible 
that in the future e number of residential schools may be 
organised to provide vocational instruction for senior 
pupils. The present policy, however, cannot be changed 
overnight. 


Principals of Indian residential schools rere 
inetructed in departmental circular dated January 15, 1937, 
that at least one third of the sehool period should be 
devoted to manual or vocational instruction:- Elementary 
agriculture, gardening, care of live stock, dlackenithing, 
earpentry and auto mechanics for boys and hand loom weaving, 
dres » fruit preserving, crochet work, ete., for girls. 


Inspestor Sigvaldason, in his last report on the 
Birtle Residential Sehool, dated January 12, 1927, states 
in part as follows: 
‘r. Carmichael is doing good work with classes 
im woodworking. All pupils get practical work. The 
girls do sewing, leundry work, kitehen duties and other 
household services, while the boys are engeged in 
work outside. I was particulerly pleased to see the 
interest taken in the outdoor rink. The boys have a 
couple ef excellent hockey teams. This year th 
played with teams from neighboring tows. A music 
teacher is on full time duty at the school, The 
pupils who are musical are given every opportunity 
to develop their telent". 


It is my intention to ask the public school 
inspector to make a special inspection of the Birtle Behool 
and report to the Department. Just as soon eas this report 
reaches me, I shall be glad to commmieate with you egain,.

The Church havin: failed to co-operate, the only 
method of compulsion seems to be {eo vetene to increase 
mumbers at Boarding until Regina School be filled, 
after which the difficulty,(with which you are well 
acqua int ed) in fimlire funds, would constitute the 
only objection. 

Experience throwh Manitoba and the North West 
Terr itories generally proves that parents will about 
as readily send childre to distant as to schools near 
at eons A few might, in the first instance, rather 
sem to Birtle than to Regina, but without doubt after 
children have been some time at Birtle the Chuch's re- 


presontatives could transfer than to Regina, as those 
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those in charge of the more distant school at Crow- 
stand (Pelly) have done. 

The Church's representatives recertly pleaded 
interforence by our officers in excuse for failure 
to send children to Regim, and M f Baird said tmt 
mt for interference they were convinced it would be 
possible to fill Regina School to fullest capacity 
within a few months, without draving upon territory 
so far distant as Birtle. This admission justifies

Pursuant to the promise I made to you when Professor Hart and I 
talked with you during your recent visit to Winnipeg, I now write about & 
the matters of our interview. After several postponements we have had an | 
interview on these subjects with the Commissioner and have laid before 
him our wishes with respect to them. 

1. In the matter of the additional land for the Reserve of the Sioux 

v Indians near Prince Albert I need say nothing further,since there has al- 
ready been correspondence on that subject, 
2. We are anxious that the Government should undertake the erection of 
an addition to the Birtle Indian Boarding School. This school was es- 
tablished by the Presbyterian Church,with the approbation of the Govern- 
ment,in 1868. Birtle is an extremely central and convenient point. for 
such an institution,for there are Reserves on almost all sides of it, 

; The school has been very successful and has now an average attendance of 
about forty-five pupils, The reports of the local Agent and of the In- 
spectors have been uniformly of a very favorable character. Tho Presby- 


terian Church owns thirty acres of land in connection with the school, 
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2 80250 
and \ildings to the value of about $7,000,,the mission building being a 
substantial and well built stone structure which now serves as school- 
room, residence for the pupils and residence for the staff. The land 


was purchased and the buildings erected entirely at the cost of the Pres- 


byterian Church. If the Government agrees to erect an additional build- 
. ing for the accommodation of the school, and is unwilling to build it 
> upon land which is not its property, we would be quite willing to deed a 


suitable site to the Government; or if it is thought advisable,a conven- 
ient site can be purchased from another proprietor within a few yards of 
| the present building. The reasons vpon which we base ovr request to the 
j Government for the erection of an additional huilding or the enlargement 
of the present building are mainly these - 

(1) The school is centrally situated, is largely patronized and 
is doing excellent work; the present accommodation is entirely too 
small and there is urgent need for an enlargement. 

(2) Before the present building was erected .and while the school 
Was beingcarried on in rented premises ,the Honorable E.Dewdney, then 
Sudntendent of Indian Affaire and Minister of the Interior, promi sed 
y/infiting that, the Government would bear the cost of such buildings 
asvere needed. Very mch to his own regret,his fellow membersof the 
ancil failed to grant the money required; but I quote this to show 
at the school is one which has long enjoyed the good will of the De~ 
tment, and the Church did not undertake the erection of the build 
6 until there was an urgent demand for them. 

(3) The additional accommodation for which we ask has already 

naked for by the local Agent. 
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(4) The accompanying statement showing the amounts paid towards 
the erection of boarding schools in Manitoba and the iorth West .indi- 
cates that during recent years the Presbyterian Church, although it has 
made repeated requests, has not been receiving a large share of Govern~ 
ment patronage, 


5. The Presbyterian Church wishes to undertake a mission on the West 
side of the Lake of the Woods. About this we believe the Rev Dr Moore 
of Ottawa, Convener of the Missionary Committee of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, and the Rev Principal Grant have already interviewed 
the Minister of the Interior. There is a considerable number of Indiang 
numbering between 550 and 600, in the neighborhood of the North West abel, 
and Shoal Lake for whom nothing at all of a missionary or educational 
character is heing done. It is true that Priests of the Roman Catholic 
Church have,at infrequent intervals,paid them visits,usvally when they 
were gathered together at the time of treaty payments; but there has been 
no steady and persistent effort to reach them with the benefits of edu- 
cation and of the Gospe}. The Church of England, which has several] 
missions on the other side of the Lake of the Woods, has through the 
Venerable Archdeacon Phair, Superintendent of Indian Missions, expressed 
sarty approval of our proposal to do something for these people. The 
ndians themselves of two of the Shoal Lake bands have sent a formal re- 
uest,asking us to establish a school at some central place for the bene~ 
it ef their children, 

We ask, therefore,that the Government erect a building suit- 


ble for use as a boarding school at or near Keewatin, or some other 
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suitabhs place, and that it provide the usual grant of $72 per head for 
children as may be gathered into this sehool

I have the honour to report for your information 
that yesterday evening the [2th.inetant a fire toak 
place in the basement of the Birtle Boarding School 
and damage to the amount of $75.00 or $100.00 done, 
The fire was caused by the furnace pipe getting 
hot and setting fire to the joist in the first 
floor which runs quite close to the pipe. This 
joist was burnt about ten feet and laths on part 
of the partitions first floor scorched. Most of 
the damage to the building was caused by our having 
to break down the partitions and flooring to 
locate the fire and keep it from spreading, The fire 
started about 10.50 p»m. and was first noticed by 
Mr.Small,the Principal, who was returning from town, 
‘The alarm was given to the town people through the 
Matron and assistants shouting fire. 

I was amazed on arriving at the school to see 
what a fire-tray the work about the furnace pipe 
hole was,the laths running almost up to the pipe 
and it is a mystery that the building has escaped 
so long. The builder deserves censure, for had the 
fire occurred later many lives would have been lest. 
Most of the plaster in the clothing-room was broken 
down, also part of the flooring and part of the 


plaster 
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-2- 
plaster in kitehen and pantry. 

The matron and Assistants had the children 
well in hand and they rendered good assistance 
carrying snow,water being scarce, 

The coolness and premptness of the Principal 
Mr.Small saved the building from heing destroyed, 

The two fire extinguishers recently received 
were used and helped to extinguish the fire. Two more 
should be supplied at once. Four extinguishers from 
Birtle were on hand as were also a large number of 
the citizens who assisted in every way in putting 
out the fire. The fire extinguishers used by the 
town of Birtle were the "Stemple" made in Kerlin, 
Ont. These machines are of greater use, and will do 
more work at putting ovt a fire than the other ones. 

An alarm bell should be furnished this school 
as at present in case of fire,they have no means of 
calling for assistance,only by shouting. The school 
is three quarters of a mile from town, 

A well should also be connected with the 
building, as at present all the water used in it 
for cooking purposes has to be hauled from the Bird 
Tail Creek three quarters of a mile away. A cistern 
for soft water only is in the building,but the 
supply is limited,being secured during the rainy 
season from piping and spouts on the roof connected 
with the cistern in basement.

Sir, 

I have the honor to report for your information, that 
on the morning, this date, at 3 A, M, there was a fire in 
the Birtle Boarding School. It was caused by the wood-work 
catching fire from the furnace pipe, running through the 
new wing, in the school-room floor. I examined the pipe 
hole where the fire sbdertad: and was surprised at the poor 
work done around the thimble running through the floor, 
in fact it was a veritable fire-trap. The work around the 
thimble was done with pieces of brick and mortar and this 
was enclosed with pieces of plank, which became heated and 
caused the fire. 

The water supply in the pbuilding and the hose were 
used to good advantage to put out the fire, after it was 
located, under the school-room floor. The fact of the 
school-room fioor being laid with maple flooring and no 
draught to get to the fire, saved the building. The loss 
will be about $60.00 covered by insurance.

I feel some hesitation in returning: with another 
request so soon after the kindness of the Department in raising 
the per capita at the Portage School from 25 to 30. Yet I take 
the liberty of presenting another similar case, equally encouraging 
and deserving. Our Board during the last year expended in the 
Birtle Bomrding School $6080.00, not only pn*ting the school in a 
state of repair but purchasing a large tract of land,-240 acres 
in all, The building as formerly arranged would accommodate 50 
pupils, but will now accommodate ten more,- 60 in all. The present 
enroliment is 53. The Indians on the neighboring Reserve are 


unusnally friendly, as is the case on all the Reserves recently, 


Without solicitation eight boys and two girls have come from the 


Lizard Point Reserve and more are promised for 1909. This4s of 
course enscoyraging to the Department as it is to us, and espectally 
to the missionaries. We have in Mr. Molaren far and away the moat 
aggressive men we have yet employed.

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never forget that in educational matters the Indians are 
the wards of the Goverhment, snd not of any church, and 
while we are trying to help in the matter of their 
education, we believe the government ought to always be 
ready to meet any reasonable request that is made to 
them, where we are volunteering such large expenditure 
of time and money.

I have the honour to report for your infor- 
mation, that in company with the Rev, D.Iverach, 
Principal ofthe Birtle Boarding school, and hig pre~ 
decessor Rev. W.\’.McLaren I made a round of the 
Bird Tail Sioux, Keesekoowenin's, Rolling River and 
Waywayseecappo's reserves, forthe purpose of placing 
before the IndiaMj/the new Regulations, entered into 
between the Department and the Presbyterian Church 
in relation to the Birtle Indian Boarding school, We 
also put before them the sveral reasons why every 
parent who has children 6/school age, snould send all 
who were physically fit to attend. ‘The Indians on 
each xuwexxa ofthe reserves gave us a hearty welcome 
and all expressed their views, that it was a good 
thing to have their children educated, As conditions 
in the school had not been as they should have been, 
owing to lack of discipline, and the proper teaching 
of English, through the pupils having been allowed to 
speak their own language most of the time, They also 
felt that something was radically wrong to account 
for the frequent runaway of the pupils, The Indians 
found fault with the school on these heads. It was 
explained to them that these matters would be reme~ 
died, andthe Department would now have a closer su- 
pervision over the school, and that the new Principal 
had the authority to discharge any member of the staff

Yours of May 14th received. I am glad to know that 
there is a possibility of evolving a scheme by which the difficult- 
ies regarding the Roman Catholic and Protestant children in the 
schoole will be solved. You say that you do not think that you can 
hold out any hope for an increase in the percapita grant. That 
simply means that we will withdraw from thie Boarding School work. 
It is unreasonable, with the increased expenditure that has been 
caused by the dmand made by the Government for larger buildings 
and better equipment, and the increased cost of living, we should 
be expected to carry on this work. it looks to me like a very 
short sighted policy on the part of the Government, inasmuch as, 
by educational measures along, they can never solve this Indian 
problem, and, in my judgment, are wasting the people's money by 
their present methods.

Your letters of 18th wit. and 22né ult. have come duly 
to hand. 

Regarding the heating plant, I beg to state that the plant 
Was examined last winter by a skilled workman and pronounced in 
good condition, The small repaire that are now necessary can 
easily be done before the plant ie needed. I would point out, 
however, that the real difficulty with the plant is @ue to the 


long distance the steam has to go in making ite circuit. The 


far end of the class room is over 70 feet away from the boilers 
and it takes a very high pressure to keep up steam with such a 
length of pipe and radiators, This difficulty can only be over- 
come by constant attention and an abundant supply of fuel, It is 
too late now to discuss alterations in the plant. No matter what 
the Government inspectors may ask, I would not recommend touching 
the plent. I think, however, that a better stove in the class 
room would be all right. There should also be a better stove 
in the laundry as the old stove there now is wasting fuel. 
Regarding the water supply, I have already informed the 
Department that our present Supply is insufficient, and that I 
would not approve the sinking of a well at the back of the school 
ae there is no likelihood of our obtaining a permanent supply 
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from that source. The Government has already refused to 
repair their own well that caved in through bed workmanship. 
I don't see why we should do it when we have water enough with- 
out. 

I think we can get the olf poultry house repaired at a 
small cost, ani we have part of the work done. Thies building 
Was out of use for some years. We need a good place for pigs 
if we are to contime to keep them. 

Regarding the report of Inspector Jackson regarding 
moral conditions here, I would beg to point ont that the matters 
dealt with in his so called investigation were fully considered 
by Dr. Murray on his visit here last winter. The main point 
was that two girle, pupils of the school, gave birth to children, 
Both these girls had been absent during the month of July for 
holidays. Both laid the blame on pupile of the school. I 
sccepted the statement of the first as true and was a consenting 
party to a marriage between the persone named, I have since 
had atrong suspicions that I was deceived, but cannot say for 
certain as the child was of premature birth. In the second case 
I wae positive that the girl had been guilty of immorality on the 
reserve during holidays and that it was inpossible that the boy 
named should be guilty, as he was at school and they could not 
have met for over two monthe. The birth of the child showed 
that I was right, but the parents of the girl were angry t)at 
their plans miscarried and I have since been informed they have 
slandered myself in connection with the matter, but not before 
the Inspector. 


The problem of safeguarding the girle both in and out of 


school is always a @ifficult one in In@ian schools, more especially 
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= @s 
as little or no dependanse can be put in the girls themselves, 
and here where there is so much cover the problem is more 
4ifficult. After thinking the mtter over I determined to 
make the work of supervision easier for the matrons by enclosing 
te girla: playgrouné with a strong fence. Thie was completed 
in Auguat last and since then we have had no trouble with girls 
straying beyond bounds. I cannot however say that there will 
be no trouble of the seme kind as het year, as I do not think 
the parente will take the trouble to look after the girls 
properly during holidays. 

Now, regarding the fact of my residence being a mile 
away, I think my wife has more reason to complain than either 
the Church or the Government. Mr. Jackson made a note of the 
fact that I am here almost the whole time from the time the 
ohildren get up in the morning until they go to bed at night 
and the farmer is just as constantly on duty and very seldom 
away at night or in the evenings. Hie room is at the foot of 
the etairs where the boys come down. I have no reason to 
believe that the big boys come éown the stairs at night and 
Mr. Jackeon can produce no evidence to that effect. It is only 
a simple matter to turn a key to lock them in, but we have no 
done 80 regularly, as I did not think it necessary, and I am 
still of the same opinion. I have already pointed out to you 
the advantage of having a good handy reliable man about the 
school all the time, but this would not be advisable unless the 
attendance is larger. So far as I can see the discipf{line 
of the school has been steadily improving and the supervision 
of the children has been as close es at any period in the 


history of the school. Trvancy has now simost disappeared. 
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a 
In regard to Mise MeCurdy, I have given the matter care~ 
ful attention and regret to state that so far as I can see the 
only satisfactory course is to remove her from here and appoint 
a new teadgher in her place. I thought that I had made that plain 


to you a year ago. My letter in the winter had reference solely 


to the threatened action against her for slander. Thia not intend 


it to be taken as an endorsement of her work. I have never been 
satisfied with the results of her teaching larger pupils and do 
not think resulte from her teaching ever will be satisfactory. 

If it is possible to secure a good male teacher I think 
that would be the easiest way of meeting the wishes of the 
Department. If that is not possible a good strong woman would 
do. It will also be necessary to secure another assistant matron 
for the laundry. Miss Henderson is withdrawing from the work 
owing to her brother's death and other family rearrangements. 

Up to the present the crop prospects were never better and the 
garden is looking well. 

In previous years I have urged the necessity of owning 
the land between ue and the street. fhe Department sent their 
Inspector over it last year and he recommended the purchase but 
nothing hee been done. I think it would be well if there was 
an agreement reached on this and other matters. They have put 
new deske in the claesroom; are improving the hospital and 
have authorized the fitting up of the gymnasium. They wish us 
to move the sewing room. I think about a week's work with a 


carpenter and a small amount of material would do. The new 
srrangement would be better as it would be easier to keep the 


girle on their own side of the building, 
I pointed out to you in previous lefters that it would be 
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more economical for the church, more satisfactory to the 


Department and much easier for the principal if you could 
secure a man who could live in the school and whose wife 
could be matron. Thies might now be possible, as the 
principel does not need to be qualified for the ministry 
since the work on the reserve has been taken off. I would 
not recommend the building of a principal's residence at the 
school, but if such a step is considered, I would point out 
that there is a good residence near by that can be bought 
cheaper than we could build. This house cannot be rent as 
the owner lives in it,

Dear Mrs. Clark: - 

Quite recently I visited Birtle Indian School. My 
attention was called to general condition of the Hospital depart- 
ment. The buildings are most unsatisfactory, especially that 
occupied by the nurse. This building is really unfit for occu- 
pation in winter time. The kitchen and wards are about 20X24, 
nurse's apartment 12X20, divided into two rooms. On the south 
side of each ward are verandahs, Enclosed by wire screens, 
used for open air treatment. The wards might serve théir purpose 
seeing that outdoor treatment is necessary in the majority of 
Indian cases, The floors, however, are in bad condition. The 
inside walls of all the buildings have been ceiled with lumber, 
put on before properly seasoned, and by no means free from knots. 
ih many cases these knots have fallen out,leaving holes. 


The nurse's room is a one-story building- poorly 
builtg the inside ceiled, with unseasoned lumber, and in many 
places the shrinkage has resulted in cracks or openings. A 
single room, with four outside walle, and a poorly ceiled roof, 
cannot be made habitable, or comfortably so, in 40 below zero. 

It simply cannot be kept warm in winter. Everything liquid freeze 
the moment the fire declines, and in extreme cold, ordinary firing 
will not resist frost, even in day time. If the nurse has much 

of a strain upon her, she ought to have at least a decently 
comfortable place in which to rest and sleep. The kitchen or work 
room is also intderably cold in winter. A range stands in the 
centre, and beside it a large heater. The cooking range is not 
sufficient to prevent things freezing in the cupboard, or larder, 
in day time, but has to be supplemented by the heater, in extreme 
weather . 


At is difficult to make a suggestion. The wards 
might serve i@ repaired. The store room is not important. The 
other rooms sould be reduced to lumber, and the lumber utilized 

m erecting a more comfortable structure. There is no reason 

the kitchen, nurse's rooms and store room should not. 
be arranged under one roof, The nurse's room need not be conn- 
ected with the other parts, but the three rooms could be so 
built as not to have more than two outside walls. The one could 
protect the other. Fule could be saved and comfort increased. The 
present condition is not in keeping with comfort, even to a decent 
degree. Nurse White was afraid to face the winter, and resigned 
lasey summer. Nurse Denny declares the rooms quite unfit for 
occupation. As you know her resignation is in. There may be 
other wasons as well for her resignation, but the fact remains th 
she considerd the domicile unfit for winter occupation. The 
Government should put these buildings in comfortable condition 
before another winter. I feel confident that, if the Government 
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\Wscarizea the actual condition, no pressure would be

I have just received word from Mrs. Marshall, 
Principal of the Birtle Indian Boarding School, Manitoba, 
that, on the recommendation of your Inspector, the Depart- 
ment has closed the Cottage Hospital at Birtle. 


Our W.M.S. are not at all averse to the 
closing of the hospital.

With further zeference to the medical officer to 
attend the pupils of the school, I wish to state, that the 
Department has appointed Dr. Frank Smith (subject to the 
approvel of the Civil Service Gommission) on the "Call 
System” to give such attendance as is required. In return 
for each visit which he makes to the s@hool he will be paid 
$5.00 for his services. He should only be called when it is 
absolutely necessary for him to treat any of the pupils. 
fhe payment of $5.00 will cover all work which he does at 
the school. Under ordinary circumstanees in all cases 
where pupils suffer from broken down glands of the neck, etc. 
they should be sent to Bynevor Hospital, where they will 
receive necessary medical attention from Dr. Grain. It is 
expected, therefore, that it will not be necessary for Dr. 
Smith to perform any operations at the school, and you should 
guard against such necessity arising. 

The pupils with broken-down glands now in the schook, 
will have to go to the Dynevor hospital for treatment, and 
their parents or guardians should be notified that this is 
to be done. 


"In the event of pupils from the school who require 
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operations, being went to Dynevor Hospital, it would seem 
unnecessary to employ a woman as nurse at the school, but 
I may say that your receommendation in this connection 
may be submitted.

I wrote you May 16th re appointment of a 

nurse at the Birtle Indian School, Manitoba. I am 
enclosing a copy of a communication that was sent by 
Mr. Wheatley, your agent, to Mrs. Marshall, the principal 
of the Birtle school. 

Mre. Glark, the Convener of the Indian 
Committee of the W.M.S. was visiting the school at Birtle, 
when this communication reached Mre. Marshall. She, at 
once, sent it on to me. After looking over the situation 
“earefully, Mrs. Clark feels that there ought to be some- 
one“appointed at Birtle to care for the health of se many 
children, She feels that in the event of it being neo- 
essary to send a few children to the hospital at Dynevor, a 
nurse's salary would soon be covered, even at $50.00 a 
month, a8 it means a trip of over 200 miles each way. 

Mrs. Clark reports that Miss Seid, a graduate 
of one of the Winnipeg hospitals, is now at work at 
Birtle. She will be there for a month and is willing to 


remain if the Government will,grant her a salary of 
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$50.00 a month. We, of course, cannot retain her unless 
the Department is willing to allow her this salary. As 
you are supporting nurses in other institutions of a 
similar character, we do not see why you would not be 
willing to retain a nurse at Birtle.

Some time ago you wrote me that one of the 
teachers at Birtle was not doing the proper quality of 
work, I took the matter up at once, with the result 
that the teacher of the senior room is being released, 
and the Committee is this week making an appointment of 
a teacher, re whom I will notify you a little later. 


The particular item about which I wish to 
Speak to you ts this, I find that there has been a very 
serious mix up in regard to text books at Birtle School, 
and in justice to the outgoing teacher, I must estate that 
I feel she has been in large measure a victim of circum- 
stances, through not heing furnished with proper text 
books. A very insufficient number of text books were on 
hand at the opening of the school, and the teacher had to 
Manage with this insufficient equipment until such time 
as other books could be sent. When the books arrived, 
some one who had not sufficient knowledge of geography to 
realise where Birtle school was, sent on Ontario text 
books to be used under a Manitoba inspectorate, which 
naturally aroused the criticism of the Inspector and handi- 
capped the pupils in having to change again to other text 
bvools in the middle of the term. In some subjects none of 
the text books arrived until the school year wae nearly 
over. Ie it any wonder that the pupils have shown very 
little progress this year? Why I was not informed of this 
earlier, I de not know, or I should have certainly kept 
the wires hot to Ottawa. I realise that with a change of 
administration and the death of Mr. Ferrier, and the multi- 
plicity of details undertaken by those who were striving 
to carry on work new to them, that mistakes easily occur. 
It is too late this year to rectify the mistakes with the 
pupils, but I 4o wish to make this statement in justice to 
the teacher, as I feel that no teacher could have accom- 
plished proper work in ther term under such circumstances,

In the absence of Dr. McGill in the West, I decire 
to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 3rd instant. 


It is noted that you have arranged to replace the 
teacher of the senior room at the Birtle Indian Residential 
School. In this connection, I may Say that, in reporti on 
his visit to this school on the 6th of Jamary, last, Public 
Sehool Inspector Clarke wrote, as follows:- 


"Regarding Miss Manzer's teaching methods, she 
should definitely plan her work. She should lecture 
less and endeavour to develop more initiative in the 
students. A better balanced time table is necessary. 

“There should be an attempt made to give the pils 
& desire to study, rather than to be always compelled 
to do so by the teacher. 

"Good relations do not exist between Miss Manzer 
and her students. More of a spirit of indolence rather 
than a spirit of industry is evident in the room." 


You will note from the above that the Inspector 
eriticizes Miss Manzer's work and made no mention of shortage of 
text books. 


I have carefully reviewed the requisitions received 
from the Birtle Residential School during the past year and find 
that practically all the books requested by the Principal have been 
supplied. With special reference to the geographies, I may say 
that the Principal stated that geographies for grade five were re- 
quired and the D. tment, therefore, forwarded the "Canadian 
Googrephy for Juniors" also Work Books to accompany same. These are 
us in practically all Indian residential schools in Canada and 
have been found very suitable. 


We have no record of receiving any complaint from the 
Principal regarding delay in receipt of books. If there was any 
» the Principal should have brought the matter to our attention 
arrangements would have been made to expedite delivery.

With reference to the situation at the Birtle 
Residential School, as to the engineer, Mr Robert Ingram 
being discharged, I beg to report that acting on verbal 
instruetions I received from the Deputy Superintendent 
General when I was in Ottawa, I have been to the school 
and discussed the condition of the heating and water 
systems with the Principal, Mr Currie. The newly 
appointed Principal, Rev; Mr Lockhart has not yet arrived 
at the school. 


The high pressure boiler, from which is 
Operated the steam dryer and other machinery in the 
laundry, is, in its present condition, absolutely useless, 
as all the flues are badly leaking. Mr Dunn, who has 
been placed in charge since Mr Ingram's dismissal, filled 
this boiler with cold water, and then began to apply 
some pressure, but before the guage registered any pressure 
at all, the water was pouring out of the leaky flues. 


The damage to the flues, is apparently just 
at the level at which the water rests when the boiler is 
in operation, and has evidently been caused by corrosion. 


Mr Dunn had taken one flue out, and replaced 
it with a new one. on examining the flue taken out, I 
found that it was extremely thin in the walls, just at 
the water level. 


Mr Principal Currie advised me that none of 
the boilers have been inspected by a boiler inspector since 
@ year ago last spring, I therefore asked him to make 
arrangements to have them all inspected as svon as possible.

Mr Principal Currie advises me that the present 
condition of this boiler is due to Mr Ingram's neglect, yet 
in a letter written by Mr A.G.Smith, while acting as Indian 
Agent Mr Currie is quoted as expressing himself as quite 
Satisfied with mr Ingram's work at the school. ‘Yhis letter 
ie dated llth August and is addressed to Mr Inspector 
Hamilton. Mr Smith also states in his letter that Mr 
Ingram had advised him about the flues beginning to leak 
about six weeks prior to his writing, and that Mr Ingram 
had reported their condition to Principal Currie a long 
time before that, but no action had been taken.

I_ wish to acknowledge your letter No. 106~1-10 
dated December 16th and »t the outset would state that it is 
rather difficult to say Just where the blame lies in connection 
with the truancy at the Birtle School. I have discussed 
this matter with the Agent, Mr. Smith, and he agrees with me 
that in general terms the trouble lies in the spirit which 
pervades the school. I do not think the Princival has the 
co-operation of the staff and I have no doubt there are faults 
on both sides. 


I have always felt that it 18 a mistake to have 
the wife of the Principal act as matron of a sdhool and I have 
no doubt some of the trouble may come from that source. 


There is undoubtedly something in the spirit of the 
school that should not exist there and I am convinced that neither 
the staff nor the children are as happy as they should be, but 
I cannot definitely say what the trouble is, 


Mr. Smith states he is greatly pleased that the 
Department have forwarded equipment for sports and he will make 
it his business to see that this equipment is used to the beet 
advantage, 


If, at a later date, I receive any definite 
information concerning conditions at this school, I will advise 
the Department. Mr. Smith reports that there has been no 
truancy during the present month.

Dear Sir: 


With further reference to your letter of 
Dec. 21st last, (No. 201-118) regarding conditions in the 
Birtle School. 


The girls in the school have had no sport 
@nd hardly any outdoor exercise all winter, Last month 
I was up there, and quite a percentage of the girls had 
o1a leather boots on which were quite unfit to go outdoors 
in during the winter months, During the play hours they 
just hang around in the basement playrooms. I pointed out 
to Mr, Lockhart the condition of their footwear and he 
agreed that many of them were unfit for wear, and stated 
that he did not know that they were in that condition. A 
few days ago I was up there and am glad to say that ghite 
@ number of new boots were in evidence. Mr. Lockhart has 
promised to have a toboggan slide and sane skates for the 
girle next winter. I am of the opinion that these children 
should be outdoors for a certain time daily, when the 
weather is fit, especially as they are subject to 1T.3B., 
and it is surprising to me that such a condition should 
exist in an Indian School. Many of the Indian mothers 
know how beneficial fresh air and exercise are to their 
children, and see that they get it when possibile. 


Despite this the children have enjoyed 
excellent health all winter. The boys have had very 
g00d sport on their rink. The boys have also had good foot- 
wear all winter, though when I was up there last month 
about 70% had no laces in their rubber boots, which made 
them look anything but tidy. That is remedied now however, 


My opinion is that the Church have lat the 
services of a very efficient Pastor, in appointing Mr. 
Lockhart Principal of the School, and have not étained 
& good Principal. Mr, Lockhart is a very fine man, and 
does his best, but I do not think that he vuderstands 
children, and he does not seem able to enlist the co-operation 
of his staff, 


Mrs, Hilliard 
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Mre. Hilliard is still there, and I am sure 
that Mr, Lockhart does not desire to have her on the staff, 
as there is continual friction between them, 


I am told that Insyector Clarke has recommended, 
that Mr. Moleod the teacher, be replaced in the summer, and 
I am sure that that is a move in the right direction, though 
IT am not in a position to judge his work in the class room. 


I do not like to criticize the work of the 
School, and really do not feel qualified to do so, but I am 
sure that the girl pupile have not had a chance all winter, 
to be reasonably happy and contented. Five of them ran away 
last month. Fortunately they were caught only five miles 
from the school. They tied sheets together and slid out of 
@ dormitory window. To be candid I cannot blame the girls, 
as the life they have been leading is enough to breed discontent, 


When the weather improves, I am gure that Mr. 


Lockhart will try to get these girls interested in some fom 
of sport.

I wish to refer to my letter dated 
December 30th, 1936, and to enclose copy of one 


which I have now received from Mr. Ae Ge Smith, 
Indian Agent, Birtle, Manitoba. 


Il realize Mr. Smith hesitates to 
criticize the work of the school because it is 
very diffieult to find out just where the trouble 
lies. It will be noted that when certain conditions 
have been brought to the attention of the Principal, 
an improvement has immediately been made. I believe 
Mr, Lockhart has the work at heart, but 1 think 
Mr. Smith has struck the right note in the last 
paragraph on the firet page when he states that 
in his opinion the Church have lost the services 
of a very efficient pastor in appointing Mr, 
Lockhart Principal of the school and have not 
obtained a good Principal, 


It appears to me that, not only Mr, 
Lockhart, but several on the staff do not underetand 
children, or else they have no interest in the 
school, other than the fact that it provides a Job. 


It is a serious matter when children run 
away from school in the winter months, and in 
February Mr, Smith states five ran away. I am more 
and more convinced that members comprising the staff 
of an Indian Residential school should be young 
people, thoroughly trained in the work they are fo 
do, and interested in young people. If the various 
churches obtained people of this class, I do not 
think there would be any trouble in making school 
life very attractive for the children and, if this 


is accomplished, naturally we will have no 
truancy.

On the occasion of my 
last visit, this was very noticeable and at thet time 
some members complained that they were overworked, 
Perhaps more members are needed on the staff or, on 
the other hand, some may be too old to withstand the 
strain of work and discipline. 


i agree with Mr. Smith when he states ifr. 
Lockhart spends too much neg his time and energy on 
the farm. He has a capable Farming Instructor and 
should leave the outside work for his supervision. 
i do not know what work Iie, Lockhart does, but her 
health has indeed been poorly and no doubt some of 
her duties fall on others. As a general rule, I have 
never found the matronship satisfactorily filled by 
the wife of the Prineipal and would recommend, wherever 
possible, that the matron selected be someone other than 
the Pr ineipal's wife.

As I took over this Indian work just a year ago, 
I know there was a change in the male teacher. Mr. Care 
michael, who came on a year ago last September, was con- 
sidered very fine. He left in June to take a position 
as Vice-Principal, I think, in a Public School, 


Mise Hill, the other teacher, was recommended 
very highly. The Boys' matron, Miss Robertson, has been 
in several of our institutions and has done very efficient 
work. Miss Stewart, the nurse, is a real pioneer and has 
carried through a first-aid course, 26 certificates being 
presented by Col, Gillespie of Winnipeg, who went to Birtle 
for the occasion, 


I think this will give you some idea of the effic- 
iency of our staff and I am writing to Mr. Lockhart for 
the report of the School Inspector. I shall certainly 
inform him of the criticism, and ask him for an explanation, 
and a full description of the course of study provided,

Last November the Rev. E. H. Lockhart, of 
Birtle, wrote Saying that he would not be responsible 
for the management of the School after the 15th of 
November. We offered him two months' leave of absence 
hoping that at the end of that time he would feel 
that he was able to continue. After his return to the 
Schocl on the 15th of January, he wrote me saying 
that he wished to leave the School on the 3lst of 
January. 


The Board of the Women's Missionary Society 
decided that it was wisest to accept Mr. Lockhart'ts 
resignation, and have asked Mrs. Lockhart to continue 
as matron until June. the Board had also asked Mr, 
A. E. Gandy, who was Acting Principal during Mr. 
Lockhart's absence, to remain as Acting Principal 
and he has agreed to do 80. We are hoping that this 
arrangement will be Satisfactory to the Department. 
Mr. Candy seems to be very much interested in the work 
among the Indians and came to us highly recommended 
by some of our own people, 


I have just this morning received word from 
Mr. Candy Saying that he would be willing to continue 
but there are some Changes hs would like to make if 
he is to have the appointment permanently. I+t will be 
necessary for us to appoint ea teacher, a man, if we 
Can get one, There is a young woman who lives in 
Birtle, who is at present acting as a supply teacher 
and, while her school work is Satisfactory, she is 
of no use after school hours as she is living in the 
Town. 
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If Mr. Candy's appointment ia Satisfactory, I think 
our Board would be willing to appoint him permanently, 
and it is just possible that we shall have to appoint 
another matron later on. 


I am sorry that this informetion has been 
so late in reaching you but the letter from Birtle 
just came this morning. 


I wrote to Dr. Johnston some time ago 
telling him of Mr. Lockhart's resignation and stated 
in my letter that I would let the Department know as 
soon as I had definite information. 


The Board would be very glad to know that 
you approve Mr. Candy's appointment.

I acknowledge your letter of February 20, 1942, 
File 106-1-1, and would report as follows in connection with 
the Birtle Indian Residential School and its Acting Principal, 
Mr. A. E. Candy. 


Mr, Candy is a man about 32 years of age, tut he 
appears much younger. Previous to taking over the duties 
of Acting Principal, he held the position of senior teacher. 
Mr, Candy has a pleasing personality and is a man of high 
ideals. He is interested in young people, and most con- 
Siderate of the children. I think Mr. Candy would make an 
excellent principal, provided he can enforce discipline. 


Since taking over his duties he has had mny minor 
repairs carried out, and also has had the boys do considerable 
interior painting. He has engaged the village blacksmith to 
teach blacksmithing to a class of boys onm-half dey a week. 
Already splendid remlts have been obtainea, and I cannot 
speak too highly of this work. 


Meat for the school is purchased from the town 
butcher. Arrangements have been made for two boys at a time 
to learn from this butcher how to cut this mat, mke sausage, 
and in fact do all kinds of work relating to butchering. 

This is a line of work which should prove useful. 


A music teacher fran Birtle has also been engaged to 
teach piano lessons to a number of girls, and violin lessons 
to 5 o 6 boys. This is a change from the regular program of 
studies and is apparently enjoyed by the pupils. 


Recently a Mr. Dickenson has been engaged as farming 
instructor. I was greatly impressed with this man, and feel 
confident there will be a marked improvement in farming methods. 
Mr, Dickenson is also interested in gardening, and proposes 
planting a large vegetable garden. This school has no root 
cellar and one should be provided. Mr. Candy states he is 
Prepared to arrange for all the labor if the Department will 
provide the materiel. It is estimated this material will 

* gost about $150.00, I understand that in past years only a 
Summer garden wae grown, ami winter vegetables were purchased 
@s required due to the fact that no cellar was available. 

I urge that a cellar be authorized and the necessary funds 
provided. 


Mr. Candy also wishes to improve the grounds, and 
grade and gravel the drive leading to the highway. ‘This will 
entail considerable work and it will be necessary to purchase

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« Beta of gravel. I would recommend that $75.00 be allowea 
to help pay for some extra help and the gravel. 


Many Indian parents visit the school, ‘There is no 
accommodation and they are obliged to sleep in the hall 
leading to the Ghapel. On Saturday there were six visitors, 
one of whom was quite sick and later had to be removed to the 
hospital. This condition should not exist. It Gisrupts the 
schcol, makes it more difficult to keep the Place clean, ani 
ie & means of bringing sickness into the school. It is also 
@ financial burden involving added expense for food. Mr. Gandy 
is prepared, with his farmer and the boys, to erect a amail 
log house to accommodate the parents, if the Department will 
assist in providing the lumber and windows, at a tctal 
estimated cost of perhaps $150.00. The work will be good 
training for the boys. The parents will then be able to come 
only when mom is available, and will be required to bring 
their own blankets and food. 


There are still two percheron stallions cared for at 
the stables. Mr. Candy and the farming instructor both agree 
that these animals are not necessary and should be sold, 

I advised Mr. Candy to secure a myer if possible, ami sell 
the animals. 


The boys’ supervisor at this school is a man well past 
60 years of age, and in my opinion is not suitable for the 
position. A young man familiar with sports, with the ability 
to enforce discipline and yet be a leader, should be appointed. 
I doubt if such a man can be found at the present salary, which 
I understand is $40.00 per month plus allowance. Ordinary farm 
labor receives this wage. 


The senior room is now in the charge of a lady teacher, 
and again I think this is a misteke. A man teacher with ex- 
perience is required. If sui table help were provided in this 
Classroom, and an alert and active 4isciplinarian appointed as 
boys’ supervisor, then Mr. Candy would have a fair opportunity 
to show whether he can handle the situation. 


The following facts came to light during my disomssion 
with Mr. Canly, which I think amply justify my claim that 
a@iscipline is now the essential requirement at the school: 


4 few of the older boys are very unruly. At times 
they are disrespectful to the staff and refuse to obey. 


Several children have run away, and Mr. Candy is 
afreid to punish these children when they are insolent or 
disobedient for fear they will leave again. 


Some boys complain openly about the food, and recently 
one boy said the sausage wae unfit for food and threw his on 
the floor ami stepped on it. The sausiges were fresh and made 
from'clean wholesome meat. Some of the children refuse to eat 
@ggs and so Mr. Candy now serves them only about once a week. 
At present they gather about 150 @gge daily. I advised Mr. 
Gandy to serve eggs at least 3 times a week, mt suggested he 
might have them cooked differently for each serving. At present 
the boys apparently pick and choose their food, and in my 
cpenen their likes and dislikes are given too much cons ide r- 
ation. 


Recently the boys broke into the storeroom and stole 
considerable canned food and bread. They make skeleton keys 
and @pparently do not hesitate to use then for amy purpose. 


They know, ..«s. 
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&, know they are stealing but seem to have little regera 

for honesty. I am convinoed all this is due to lack of proper 
supervision by people who know how tc discipline children; and 
further, that the ee have too much idle time without suyer- 
Vision. The idle ra should be employed in supervise a, 
wholesome sport. 


Vrankly, I wae amased and shucked at what I saw, and 
unless this tide of 4iscontent and disregard Zor order and 
honesty is curbed, the etaff will have no control over the 
ohilaéren, and the older pupile returning to the reserves will 
constitute a real problem. 


I again recommend the appointment of a boys' cuper- 

Vitor and alao an experienced mile teacher for the senior 
classroom. Both appointments require men who unde retand 
children and can enforce strict discipline, If these changes 
are made at once, perhaps by June 30th one could speak with 
more accuracy a@ to the wisdom of cppointing Mr. Candy as 
gy At present the outlook is not good but I feel 

+ Ca has been greatly handicapped by certain members of 
hie st and this throws altogether too heavy a burden on 
him, Agein I point out that Mr. Candy has many excellent 
qualities and is a hard worker. He is anxious to make good 
and there is evidence of close cooperation between him and 
Mr. Smith, the Indian Agent. At present the strain is avy, 
@ue to the lack of discipline and the long hours of work. 
The changes suggested should greatly relieve the situation. 


As requested, I will visit she school again late in 
June, after which a further report will be submitted.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 27th 
instant with reference to your recent visit to the 
Birtle Residential School. The insubordination on 
the part of the pupils is very disturbing and [ am 
communicating with the Secretary of the Women's 
Missionary Society of the Presbyterian Church and 
recommending that a new boys’ supervisor be obtained 
immediately. 


We are read to consider purchasing the 
material required for the root celler and you should 
forward a requisition for what ia required. 


We are also yaegsves to favourably consider 
the expenditure of $75. for gravelling the drive 
leading to the highway. 


From our experience at other schools, I do 
not think thet it is advisable to proceed immediately 
with the erection of a buildi to provide accommodation 
for parents visiting their children at the school. 
Gonditions existing at R ane in this particular 
regard should not be allowed to continue and everything 
pe | asible should be done to discourage parents 
from visiting their children exeept on one, or possibly 
two, special afternoons each week. Certainly the 
actin Prineipal should immediately discontinue 
allo ~ parents to sleep at the school over night. 
If a building for their accommodation were erected 
it would only aggravate thie condition.

I am very glad that Inspector Hamilton has visited 
Birtie and made such a full report. Our Board thinks that 
Mr. Candy has done exceedingly well in very trying cirecum~ 
stances. 


We advertised in a Winnipeg paper about two or 
three weeks ago for a male teacher but hed no replies at all. 
We are again advertising in Winnipeg and one other Western 
paper. Possibly the salary offered - $650.00 was not attrac- 
tive enough. We are prepared to offer more but will ask 
applicants to state salary as it is a matter of getting a 
good man. 


I knew that the boys' Supervisor, Mr. Herron, was 
rather old and I am writing to Mr. Candy asking him to look 
for a young man with the required qualifications at once, 
and to offer a larger salary, probably $60.00, as he does 
not need the teacher's standing. 


Birtle has been unfortunate in having so many 
changes. We expect to put Miss MacKay into deaconess work 
after the summer holidays, so we shall have to find enother 
junior teacher. We are glad that Mr. Hamilton approved of the 
new farm instructor. We have had to increase his salary to 
$80.00 with house and meals for himself. Formerly the farmer 
was paid $40.00 with house and meals but we think the farm 
will show better results under this new man. We are glad to 
have the extra allowance as this will help with the increased 
Salaries. Mrs. Lockhart asked for an increase in salary but 
the Board has decided that it would not be wise to continue 
her appointment if Mr. Candy is to get the appointment perman- 
ently and she will be needed in the manse if Mr. Lockhart 
accepts the Church. 

I hope these facts will relieve your anxiety about 
Birtle and I would like to assure you that we shall do everything 
we possibly can to help Mr. Candy. With a capable staff we are

Parents may visit their children on 
any Saturday afternoon, but must provide their own 
accommodation in Birtle. ‘ 


The Department are afraid of parents oring- 
ing sickness into the sehool, which has been done in some 
cases and this is not fair to the children. At the pre’ ent 
time some articles of food are becoming scaree, and it 
means that food given to the parents means less for the 
children, 


Plesse note that this ruling takes effect 
immediately, and please notify the parents of same. If 
they come to visit the children they will have to 
bring a tent or provide their own accommodation somehow.

they would be satisfied to visit not more than twice during 
the said five winter months. These people are very fond of 
their children and a good many of them appear to be loath to 
send their children to the Indian School unless they can visit 
them during the winter months. They would like particulerZzly 
to visit the children at Christmes time, and upon the occas- 
ions of their visits during the cold months they wish to 

have sleeping accommodation and meals while there. The visits 
would not, in most cases, last more than a day, and I believe 
that the accommodation and meals furnished are the simplest 
and most inexpensive in character. Bvidently if the Saturday 
afternoon rule is insisted upon throughout the winter that 
would practically amount to forbidding the Indians to visit 

at all during the winter months. I asked these parties if 
they knew of any sickness which had been brought into the 
School upon the oceasion of any such visits but they stated 
that they did not think thet any diseases had ever been brought 
in in that manner so far as they knew. 


They slso think that the Chier and Councillor of 
each Reserve should not be limited in their visits like the 
parents and relatives, as they appear to feel a special res- 
ponsibility for the well-bein and education of the children 
and think that accordingly they should be allowed to visit 
whenever they want to cheek up conditions in the school so 
that they may be at any time in the position to report con- 
ditions back to the Reserve Indians. 


These parties have also Got the opinion from read- 
ing the Treaties with the Queen recorded in an old copy of 
the Treat}es Book in their possession, that the Indian School 
should be built and operated upon the Indian Reserves. Tf 
explained to them that these Treaties had probably been altered 
by a Statute or by a Department regulation so as to provide 
for teaching the Indians in central schools like the Birtle 
School. I woulda appreciate your advising 1 is to the legal 
Situation in thie respect and, if possible, you micht give 
me a reference to the relevant Statutory provisions and re~« 
gulations in this connection. 


I hope that it will be possible to meet these Indians 
requests as to accommodation of visitors somewhat aleng the 
lines .above proposed, and will be glad if you would rite me 
advising as to what can be done to modify the existing situation.

Buildings such as these have been 
established at the Lebret school in Saskatchewan and 
are, in my judgment, serving a very useful purpose,

liability of the Government to establish schools on 
Indian reserves, etc, In actual practice, however, we 
have discovered that the Indian day sehool, except in 
very rare cases such as the old Indian communities in 
the East, is in no sense an efficient educational unit. 
This is Largely due to the distances the pupils have to 
travel to the school and the irregularity of attendance, 
Prior to the outbreak of the war, however, we were 
building Indian day sehools at the rate of about five per 
annum, It is just possible that this building program 
will be resumed again when conditions become normal,

On the 12th inst Mr Webb the Principal of 
the Birtle Residential School,was taking a load of 
pupils from the school out to the field to do a little 
stooking by truck.He met a car on the way,which appar-~ 
ently would not give hém his share of the road,so he 
turned into the ditch to prevent a collision,and the 
truck upset.Fortunately only two children were injured, 
one has a slight fracture near the elbow, and the other 
girl had her knee injured slightly.The Doctor ingorms 
me that both are doing very well and should be all right 
in a few days.The arm fracture is not a complete break, 
but a chipped bone. 


Mr Webb informed me of the accident on the 
14th inst,as he could not get into touch with me when 
it occurred because I was out on the Reserves. 


When the accident took place there were 
about 70 children in the truck,which is far too many. 
However Mr Webb has assured me that he will not attempt 
to traneport a big load of children again by truck,and 
I\feel sure that he has learnt his lesson. 


He is doing his best at the school,and he 
undoubtedly has ability.The Principalship is a hard 
position for an inexperienced man to fill,and both Mr 
Webb and his wife are possibly rather too young to 
shoulder the responsibility.However I think that he 
will make a good Principal when he gains some exper- 
ience,if he stays there.Some of the Indians are rather 
upset about the accident,but I am giving Mr Webb all 
the support that I am able to.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 19th instant, in which you refer to two 
pupils @f the Birtle Residential School who were injured 
in a moter accident on the 12th instant. 


The officials here were gue disturbed 
to learn of the practice of taking pupils of the school 
out to farm work by truck. It is my understanding that 
there is in the Manitoba Highway Act a Clause prohibiting 
this practice and imposing a rather severe penalty for 
those who indulge in it, In any event, it is almost 
unbelievable that the principal should permit 70 pupils 
to be conveyed in a truck. 


The action you have taken appears to be 
about all you can do at the present time. nm your own 
interests, however, and in the interests of the Department, 
you shoul’ notify the Principal in writing that this 
practice must be discontinued immediately and that so long 
as he occupies his present position he will be held 
definitely responsible for the care and wellbeing of the 
pupils committed to his care, The Birtle school has been 
subjected to a great deal of criticism by Indians during 
the last 4 or 5 years, and I am inelined to think that this 
4neident may make it exceedingly éifficult for the principal 
to secure pupils in the future.

Two years ago, this school changed from a policyof a half grade a 
year to a policy of a full grade a year. The reason for this change was 
that children were leaving this institution equipped with only a grade 

Shree standing, on the average, which is very inadequate.Mow a ohild 

attending this school for eight years has the opportunity of leaving 
school with a grade eight stending,or, continuing to high achool.There are 
two teachers here, one in charge of grades one and two, and the other in ' 
eharge of grades three to ei ght. In order to make this change, all chil- 
dren in grades one and two went to school a full days ehildren in grades 
above two went to sohool half a day, and, the other half were engaged in 
farming, laundering, eto. 

AS @ result of this change, there are approx. thirty-five children 
in grades three and four this year( 50 in one and two,and the balance in 
five to eight), The chilitren in jrades three and four are ten and eleven 
years old. Next year, some will be nine. These children are too young to 


yengage in farming,laundering eto. They should be™in school all day, but, this 
is impossible without another teacher.

Mr. Webdb, of the Birtle Indian School, has made 
a suggestion, which the Women's Missionary Society is willing 
to try out for a period of two years if the Department of 
Indian Affairs will give its consent to the plan. 


Owing to the number of younger children from eight 
to twelve years, a problem has arisen. These children are too 
small to be of much use in household tasks and, as all the 
members of the staff are very fully occupied, the supervision 
of these children during the half day they are not in school 
really requires another member of staff. Mr. Webb thinks that 
these children might better be in school the full day. They 
would advance much more quickly in their studies. We have had 
such good results from the farm that Mr. Webb is quite sure 
that he can take care of the extra salary from the farm profits 
up to $75.00 per month for a teacher. If the Department approves 
we would like to try this arrangement for two years. Our Board 
will be responsible for the teacher's salary and any extra 
supplies needed. 


The Indians are beginning to see the need of better 
educational standing and they are most anrious to have the 
children in school all day. I hope the Department will agree 
to this plan, and I shall be glad to havd your reply as early 
as possible.

Mr. Webb is fortunate in having 
her on his sta*’?. 


The kitchen is well equipped and the girls receive 
excellent training. The meals are well prepared and there is 
plenty for all. -Mr. Webb, the Prinoipal, helieves the farm should 
prodnee most of the requireé food for the school and so nothing is 
sold. The milk is used for the children and for butter. Beef, 
pork and eggs are seen in abundance, am the vegetable crop was 
excellent. He also ms turkeys and poultry sufficient for Christmas 
dinner for all. 


The school garden was excellent. The potato crop 
yielded about 1400 hushels, in addition there was on excellent crap 
of onions, turnips, cabbase, parsnips and carrots. The root cellar 
is built in the side of a hill an@ due to the excessive fall rains 
is too @amp.

I have your letter No.l06-l1-1 of the end 
inst.regarding the question of accomodation for Indian 
parents when visiting their children at Birtle Reside 
ential School.This matter does cause dissatisfaction 
amongst the Indians of all the Reserves.The Koman 
Catholic Schools do provide some accomodation for the 
parents,and I am sure that they make them comfortable 
and provide for them to some extent when they visit 
the schools.The Roman Catholic children from this Agency 
attend Pine Creek and Sandy Bay Schoolé@,which age situat- 
a considerable distance from the Keserves,and therefore 
there is not much danger of the parents making 4 nuisance 
of themselves there,which they would do at the Birtle 
School,as it is not so far from the Keserves. I have 
never visited Sandy Bay or vine Creek school¢gbut I know 
that the parents go there by train in winter without 
making any provision for their own accomodation. 


Two children from Rolling ‘iver Keserve 
were enrolled as pupils at Sandy Bay School last fall, 
mainly because the guardians could visit them there, 
and the Missionary does not of course approve of that 
as he is Presbyterian.In this case the Guardians, who 
I think are really Pagans,signed a declaration that they 
desired the children to be brought up in the Roman 
Catholic faith. 


Personally I think there should be some 
accomodation for parents at the schools, but of course 
visiting would have to be curtailed,and controlled 
earefully.I do not think that the Indians will ever 
be satisfied until they have day schooldé on the Reserves, 
on this Agency,and judging the work of the school by 
the ex-pupils over a period of yearsswe cannot be satis- 
fied with the result our se lvessagand: we cannot convince 
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the Indians that Residential Schools are really doing some- 
thing for their children,until we can show them some satis- 
factory results. 


During the past year pupils in Birtle “esidential 
School are attending clasees all day,and I think that 
under this system,some results can be shown in a few yearn.

I submit the following report on the sirtle Indian 
Residential School, inspected May 6th, 1946. 


There are 107 pupils enrolled - girls 52, and boys 54. 
They are arranged in three classrooms, beginners or 
juniors, intermediate an@é seniors. “he classroom work 
seen was well done and I am confident that the children 
are making fair progress. ‘the children were neatly 
dressed and clean. «he classrooms were well. aired and 
very tidy. 


The sewing room is well supervised end the senior girls 
do excellent work. ‘they can make their own dresses, 
knit and do excellent fancy work. some of the sewing 
machines are in poor condition andnpast repairing. I 
would recommend that one new Singer Sewing Machine 

be supplied. 


The dormitories were clean and the beds neatly made. 
“here appeared ample bedding. The toilets were clean 
and all in working order. 


Mr. Rugaw, the Principal, has with the assistance 

of the boys done considerable painting. ‘he colour 
scheme is excellent and the painting has heen 
earefully done. At present they are doing the staf? 
living room. The chesterfield and two chairs are very 
shabby and showld be replaced. The covering is badly 
worn and the springs useless. 1 strongly recommnd 
the purchase of a new chesterfield and two chairs to 
match. 


Battleship linoleum has been used to cover the rough 
coment floors in the main hall, Principal's office and 

in the infirmary. This along with the painting has 

af *ected a wonderful change which i am confident is 
appreciated by all. ‘the school interior is now bright 
and attractive. There ere still rooms to paint as well 
as dormitories, and no doubt more paint will be requires. 
The painting has been a real training for the boys and 
they can be gustly proud of their work. 


The playrooms and washrooms have also been thoroughly 
cleaned and painted. The taps and plumbing are all 
in good condition. 


‘the Principal would like to build some cupboards and make 
a large table for the sewing room. He is prepared to do 
the work if the mterial can be supplied I told him to 
secure a bill of material and this will be forwerded for 
sonsi deration when received. 
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The laundry equipment gpeared in good condition amd the 
éirls are receiving @ good training, The clothes seen 
were well washed and the ironing well done, 


The barns and out buildings are in good reyeir and the 
yards have been mede clean and tidy. A quantity of shrubs 
have been transplented and flower bede have heen made ready 
for planting. 


At present 1Z!cowea are milking an@ there ars more to 
freshen. the pigs number all told about 60. Last week 
the Principa) wold 16 for which he recsived 3204.00. 

He expected to sell another 165 this week. Of the balance 
six or eight will be butchered for meat and the rest sold 
late ih june. 


The chickens have laid well all winter and the egea 
collected on the day of inspection numbered 91. 

Baby chickens numbering 700 had been received ana were 
being cared for in a brooder house located some distance 
from the main building. Geese and turkeys are kept 

and already some birds: are setting. 


The farm work is done by tractor end four horse team, 
Two other teams are used for @leaning-up and garden work. 


There was no sickness and T believe the chil iren are 
well fed. ‘hey appear happy and were quite willing 
to engage in conversation. 


i consider the sehool is well managed end Mr. Rusaw 
is greatly interested in his work and in the welfare of 
the children.

-8-46 fully interrogated, and were eliminated as far as possible. 
te Inquiries have continued unabeted sinte that time, but 
28-10-46 nothing whetever of value has been learned. It seeme that 
ell possible avenues of investigation have been fully 
covered, and there is now gnell chance of successfully 
conebuding the care. the only thing stolen was a smell 
change purse, which would no doubt be promptly thrown 
away, after removing the seven 4ollars cash which it con- 
tained. 


. The complainant states that she appreciates the 
efforts which have been spent on the matter, but she does 
not consider it of any use to continue investigation any 
longer, particularly since there was nothing stolen which 
could be identified.

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The Presbyterian Ghurch in Canada began its mission amongst 
the Indians in 1866 near the present site of Prince Albert, 
Saskatchewan. An extensive work was begun on several reserves 
and churches and schools were built. 

When church union was consummated in 1925 a part of 
this task was undertaken by the United Church in Canada. 

At the present time besides the work on the reserves 


¥ we have two residential schools and one improved day school

ol under the care of our Church - Birtle School, Manitoba; Cecilia 


Jeffrey School, Kenora, Ontario; and Mistawasis School, near 


Prines Albert, Saskatchewan. 


BIRTLE SCHOOL 


119 pupils enrolled, 63 girls and 56 boys, from the 
following reserves: 
Mistawasis 
Round Plains (near Prince Albert) 
Rolling River 
Elphinstone 
Griswold 
Valley River 
Birdtail 
Waywayseecappo 
In the Birtle School the course of study as outlined 
by the Department of Education for Manitoba is followed and all 
subjects listed therein are taught. All grades attend for the 
full school-day period from 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 P-em. as in the 
Provincial schools. With the full-day system almost all child- 


ren are able to cover the work outlined in the course for the 


year in that time. Four pupils ave doing two grades in the one 


years The highest grade is grade eight. Some pupils have 
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voluntarily expressed their desire to return for further 
education but whether they will or not is yet to be known. In 
the great majority of cases the parents persuade them to atay 
home. 

Special Subjects: 

Household Science, which covers all phases of sewing 
and cooking, is taught to all girls over nine years of age. 

The four-year course outlined by The Extension Service Branch 
of the Department of Agriculture for Manitoba is followed. Hach 
group receives one-half day per week of instruction and work 

and one evening per week. Near the conclusion of the term an 
Achievement Day is held in the school and all the work is dia- 
played. The public is invited to the display and the articles 
are judged by a representative from the Extension Branch. Alsco 
articles are prepared for entry in the Indian Classes at the 
Brandon Exhibition. 

The bogs in grades 3 to S,inclusive, spend one-half 
day per week and one evening in Manual Training. This is the 
firet year thet a full course has been given in this work. As 
yet the workshop is too small and only hand tools are available, 
which limit the type and kind of work being done. 

The girls and boys take a keen interest in both 
Household Science and Manual Training, and spend a great deal 
of their spare time on this. 

Grades 3 to 8 each have two half-hour periods of 
physical training per week. Gome of the classes are held in 
the auditorium and the others in the playrooms. In the warm 


weather they are held outside. Boys and girls are taken 
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2 separately, and the period is spent in teaching folk dances, 
tumbling, physical exercises and organized ganes. 

The nurse has taken health classes with all grades each 
week through the term. The senior girls are completing a course 
in Home Nursing and the senior boys a course in First Aid. These 
are the courses outlined by the St. John's Ambulance Corps and 
the students are writing the exemination as set by this organiza~ 
tien. The representative of the Corps will be visiting the 
school before the end of the term to test the students in the 
work covered. 

Some vocal music is taught in each classroom by the 
teacher in charge. The children are very fond of einging. Six 
boys take violin lession and there is a very good violin orches- 
tra. They practise for fifteen minutes every day at noon. 

Twelve girls are taking piano lessons. Gome from each reserve 


are selected; and each practises for half an hour a day. 


Steff: 


At present we heve thirteen staff members. We hope 
to have a full staff by the beginning of September. The members 
of the staff are all very co-operative and there are some 
outstanding leaders among them. They take a very keen interest 
in the school and its progress, get along with the children 
exceptionally well and work together harmoniously. 
Ghildren'’s Transportation; 

The children from the Birdtail Reserve are brought to 
and from the school by their parents, and the cost of transporta- 
tion of the children from all the other reserves is borne by the 


school. 
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The biggest item of transportetion is the cost of 
bringing in the children from the Mistawasis and Round Plains 
Reserves. They are taken part way by train and the Nest of 
the way by truck. This amounts to a considerable sum each year. 
Bach year the Department allows our Society a grant to cover part 


of the cost. 


rte: 

Winter time is the real sport season for these children. 
The juniors enjoy sleigh-riding on the hills in front of the 
school. They have a number of hand<-sleighs which were in constant 
use all winter. The rink was most popular with the seniors. 

Bvery boy had a pair of skates, as well as all the senior and 
intermediate girls who wished them. Every day all winter they 
were out either on the hill or on the rink with a supervisor. 
The boys took a keen interest in hocky and both the Pee-wee and 
Midget teams were successful in most games with white teams in 
the district. The Midgets won all matches. 

In summer some football and softball are played. The 
little girls enjoy the swings but shculd have a few more. The 
little boys play a great deal in the bush near the school. 

All the children look forward to a party each month. 

The juniors have their party from seven to nine in the evening 
which consists of games, supervised by one of the staff, followed 
by luneh. The seniors’ parties usually stert as soon as the 
juniors have left the auditorium fow lunch. Theirs consist of 
contests, games, stunts and some dancing. 


Tune brings the annual picnic and sports days each year. 
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EBvery Thursday evening a moving picture is shown in the auditor- 
ium. One teacher has qualified as an operator of 16 mm. projec- 
tors. Films are obtained from the National Film Board free of 
charge and a number from the Visual Bducation Branch of the 
Department of Education. These are both instructive and enter- 
taining. 

Farm: 

The Principal and Farm Manager strive to have the very 
finest of animals on the farm and the herd of cows is fully 
accredited. It is one of the best Dual Purpose herds in Manitoba. 

The farm, including a quarter section owned by the 
Church, consists of approximately+880 acres. A great deal of 
it ia waste land and much of it is hilly, rocky and slough. 
There are about 125 acres of arable land on the Ghurch quarter 
and about 200 on the school property. 


Most of the produce of the farm is used at the school.

During this summer we have had some members of the Birtle 
staff visit us here in the office. They spoke very highly of Mr. 
Rusaw and of his tireless efforts to improve the school. You will 
also be interested to know that Miss Kenny, former senior class room 
teacher, is returning after a year's absence to resume her teaching 
at Birtle. Her work was of the best and I think that it speaks well 
for Mr. Rusaw when Miss Kenny is willing to become a member of the 
teaching staff again. 


Having been on the staff of the Cecilia Jeffrey School, 
Kenora, some years ago and knowing something of the Indian character- 
istics, my sympathy is with Mr. Rusaw in his problem of keeping the 
Indians from loitering about the school. On the other hand, we have 
to remember that the Present system of taking children into the 
residential schools is perhaps not the solution to the aifficulties 
of the Indian people. The parents quite naturally become lonesome 
for their children and, having no special responsibilities around 
their homes on the reserves, they see no reason for not camping as 
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long as they wish on or near the school grounds, 


We shall be glad to hear from you giving Major Glark's 
Feport as we ere most anxious to keep our schools up to the very 
bighest standard.

All the children are well and you may be as- 
sured that if your child is seriously i111] at any time you 
will be notified promptly. 


Our Hallowe'en party will be held on Friday 
evening, October 31st and we invite you to attend this party 
and spend Saturday and Sunday regular visiting hours with 
the children, 


As you already know, we have no regular accom~ 
modation for visiting parents who wish to spend the night 
at the school, Therefore, we ask your co-operation by not 
asking for more than previously. 


Visiting rules are the same as last year, namely 
Saturday afternoons and evenings until 10 p.m. and Sunday 
after Sunday school in the morning until 4:15 in the after- 
noon, 


Some complaints were made last year regarding 
the condition of the shed where the horses owned by visiting 
Indians are stabled. This building requires repairs and it 
has been suggested that the Rossburn men grow together and 

in a few hours’ work on it when they visit the school 
at the end of October, May I suggest that you do your share 
of the work on Saturday morning and make it more comfortable 
for your horses. TI will endeavour to have materials and 
tools ready for the job.

I understand there are now enrolled 105 pupils but 
the Principal expected this number to be increased shortly 
to at least 115. The classroom teachers are Mrs.Kenny, 
Mrs. Deane and Mr. Frost. They all appear greatly interested 
in the children and are undoubtedly doing good work, 
especially Mr. Frost and Mrs. Kenny. All teachers are 
qualified. 


The boys' supervisor is Mr. Woolen. He is also the 
vocational teacher. Mr. Woolen is a young man with a good 
personality and is well liked by all. 


The school throughout was very clean. The dormitories 
were well aired. The beds neatly made and with ample bedding. 


Mrs. McLeod is the kitchen matron. She is a splendid 
cook and the girls are receiving a good training. I believe 
the children are well fed. 


The outbuildings have recently been painted and are in 
good repair. 


The new root cellar has just been completed and is 
packed to the roof with potatoes, carrots, beets, cabbages 
and turnips. The vegetables are of excellent quality. The 
cellar is dry and cool and the vegetables should keep in 
excellent condition. This cellar 4s 16° x 20' x7* high - 

I believe ample storage for 4 school of this size. 


The cattle are now stabled. At present 10 cows are 
being milked. Mr. Rusaw, the Principal, keeps a fair number 
of hogs and all will be used for food at the school. 


Poultry is kept and on the day of my visit 115 eggs had 
been gathered. Turkeys are also kept but this year hatching 
conditions were poor and the undertaking practically 4 failure. 
A flock of ducks was raised and are doing well. TI understand 
all surplus stock is used as food for the staff and pupils. 


The yards about the school were tidy and J was told that 
the display of flowers in front of the school was admired by 
all who saw them. 


Me. Rusaw has worked hard and in my opinion operates 4 
school which is a credit to the Department and the Church. 
Mr. Rusaw appears interested in the chiléren and discipline 
is no problem.

At the Birtle Residential School the children are well, 
happy and are making good progresa with their studies, After the 
Christmas holidays, they all returned at the appointed time, and 
the steff had no trouble cleaning them up, which shows that the 
parents and children appreciated the fact that the holiday was 
granted. 
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I had an opportunity of visiting this 
school and I am happy to say that it was a pleasant 
visit. I met the achers and visited the small 
Manual Traini shop. I diseussed the Manuel Traini 
peemens with Instructor. I was very pleased wi 

e produce of their woodwork. There is an active man 
here who seems to understand @hat he is endeavouring to 
do and is obtaining good results. 


The interior of the school is in splendid 
shape. The spirit of the children seems to be good. 
The Principal, Mr. M. Rusaw, is an active young man and 
is doing good work, I lacked time to go into all the 
details of the Educational system but possible more 
integration between the academic and manual subjects 
should be attempted. However, on the whole satisfactory 
work is being done.

Miss Matthews, Secretary for the Indian Schools, 
is away on her holidays and on Friday last a letter came in 
from the Rev. W. Oliver Nugent, our Minister in Brandon, 
saying that the Indians on the reserves around the Birtle 
School were not happy about the Principalship. They have 
said that they will not send their children back to the 
school and are going to open a school on the reserves them- 
selves and even hire their own teacher. I was glad to hear 
that the Indians were so prosperous. I am writing to you 
to ask if this would be in accord with the wishes of the 
Department of Indian Affairs. 


I am sending a copy of the petition given to Mr. 
Nugent by the Indians. I am not putting all the signatures 
on the copy but it is evidently signed by most of the Band - 
Birdétail Indian Reserve and the Waywayseecappo Reserve. 
You will note there the two complaints that they have. 


A year ago similar trouble arose and Miss Matthews 
went out and left them all very happy. They so expressed 
themselves. I fear that trouble has been stirred up again 
by one of the staff who is not now with us on the Birtle 
school staff. I have written Mr. Nugent telling him that 
I am writing to you and also that Miss Matthews will not be 
able to be at the school at the time of opening, and asking 
if he will do what he can to assure the Indians of our désire 
for the welfare of their children. I have also asked him 
to tell the Indians that we can assurethem that these reports 
whieh they mention in their petition are not true. 


Mies Matthews will be vistting the school and the 
reserves the latter part of October. Would you let me know 
what the attitude of the Department would be in regard to the 
opening of a school on the reserve and I will let Mr. Nugent 
know what you say? 
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We are very well satisfied with Mr, Rusaw as 
Principal and are extremely sorry that eny member of our 
staff would try to make trouble but, as I said, there has 
been a change made.

I was very pleased with 
the produce 6f their woodwork. There is an active man 
here who seems to understand that he is endeavouring to 
do and is obtaining good results. 


The interior of the school is in splendid 
Shape. The spirit of the children seems to be good. 
The Principal, Mr. M. Rusaw, is an active young man and 
is doing good work. I lacked time to go into all the 
details of the Educational system but possible more 
integration between the academic and manual subjects 
should be attempted. However, on the whole satisfactory 
work is being done. 


I noticed that this school has not yet 
introduced the badge system.

With reference to the above noted letter, I wish to 
advise thet the matter was looked into this date, and a tentative 
report is furnished herewith. A further report on the whole 
matter will be forwarded at a later date. 


During visits to the various reserves in the Birtle 
Agency, the Indians did express an opinion that the Principal 
of the Birtle Residential School should be removed, This appesred 
to me to be the usual Indian talk at this season of the year, when 
their children were due to return to school. There appeared to 
be no complaiints of a serious nature and no definite complaint. 
Little notice was taken, as it was felt that the whole matter 
would subside as soon as the children returned to school. This 
would appear to be the case. This week, and the latter part of 
last week, 99 children returned to the school out of 112. That 
number were supposed to return to school after the holiday. Of 
those missing or who failed to return, two are to return on the 
4th., two more are witnesses in a court case on the 7the, a 
Subpoena having been issued. Four are to return from the Birdtail 
Reserve and will be brought in tomorrow, and a further four are 
to return from Prince Albert. One pupil is truant and has been 
missing since July; this matter is in the hands of the R,C.M, 
Police. In addition, five new pupils have entered the school; 
three from Rolling River, and two from Lizard Point. The Principal 
assured me that no difficulty was experienced in_having the pupils 
returned. It is evident that if the Indians did complain, the 
matter is now entirely forgotten. 


A Band meeting was held on the reserve during the 
month of July. The Agent was not present, and from the information 
I have been able to obtain, the meeting was held by the Missionary, 
resident on the Lizard Point Reserve, and a teacher, Mrs. Deans, who 
wes discharged from the school staff. 


AS previonsly stated, a further report will be forwaréed 
at a later date when I am in possession of further details. In the 
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meantime, there seeme to be no reason for concern; the children 
have returned to school.

Three pupils attend High School in 
Birtle in grade nine and one in grade ten. Bight 
children of the Gambler Band are in attendance at 
Baldwin day School, combined white and Indian 
under the Manitoba Provincial Education Department.

I herewith submit a report on the 
Residential School and the Griswold Indian Day School. 


Birtle Residential School 


The above school was visited on November 
9th, and Mr. Rusaw, the Principal, appears to be a very 
capable man. The school was found very tidy, and the 
buildings very well cared for; all minor repairs have 
been taken care of by the Principal. The outbuildings, 
including the barn and chicken house, are in wonderful 
condition. 


The pupils are getting a very good train- 
ing in the care of livestock, raising chickens, etc. 
They are milking 16 cows, and have 300 hens and a few 
geese and ducks. The chickens are split into bands of 
60 and two boys are in charge of each band for a certain 
period. The hens are leying well, and the school ia 
getting an ample supply. 


This school is very well staffed, and all 
appear to be of a superior type. There are three classe- 
rooms - 46 pupils in grades 5 to 8; 40 in grades 2 to 4; 
34 in grades 1 to 2. The school is in need of cupboards 
and tables in the sewing room, as at present they are 
using makeshift tables and have not any cupboards what- 
soever, for taking care of their clothes. Mr. Rusaw 
advised me that the estimated cost of the work is $400. 
However, if an amouht of $200. could be allowed, the 
work could be started this year, and completed next 
year. Tables could be built and a few cupboards put in. 


& number of the pupils in this school are 
from the Mistewasis Band in Saskatchewan, where we have 
@ good day school. No doubt these children are sent to 
this school, owing to fact that the teacher at Mista- 
wasie, Mr. Moore, is not competent. I see no reason 
why these children cannot stay at home and attend the 
day school, instead of being sent to Birtle. A number 
of their homes are close to the school, and from past 
experience, I know that most of the families would rather 
have their children at home - if a good teacher is pro- 
vided. 


Griswold indian Day School - (G@ek River) 


The teacher, Mre. Spence, seems very 
capable. The classroom was in first-class condition, and 
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the children locked neat and clean. There are 27 pupile 
on the register and 25 were in class at the time of my 


visit. 


I @o not consider the new desks supplied from 
the penitentiary, are ging to be satisfactory. ‘The work. 
manship seeme to be poor and a number of the Tepe are 
already bioken. ‘They will have to be replaced with heavy 
plywood, and I have instructed mr, Young to have this done.

The Indians of the Waywayseecappo,Rolling 
River,and Keeseekoowenin Bands are very much upset about 
the dates set for the Christmas holidays for the children 
attending the Birtle Residential School.They leave school 
on the 18th inst.and return on January 2nd as January 3rd 
is a full day in school.They would not mind the children 
staying in school until the 2lst or 22nd inst.and return- 
ing on January 3rd or 4th.They have no complaints about 
the length of the holiday,but as you know,New Years day 
is the big day for the Indians,end I suppose they have 
learned this from the Scotch. 


To be in school for a full day on the rd 
of January,;the children from the Rolling River and 
Keeseekoowenin Reserves,will have to drive by team from 
10 to 20 miles on Sunday,wait at a railway depot until 
about 2 a.m.on Monday morning,take the train Bor Birtle 
arriving about 4.30 a.m.The children will certainly not 
derive any benefit from their classes on Monday after a 
night like that.The children from the Waywayseecappo 
Band will wave to drive from 24 to 30 miles by team on 
Sunday, the day after New Years. 


The parents were very glad to have the 
children home for the Christmas season last year,and every 
one was back to school on time.Knowing the Indians,I feel 
sure that most of the children will not be back until the 
3rd and 4th of January this year.On the 4th there is a 
good train in the afternoon which the children from Rolling 
River and Keeseekoowenin Bands could take.The parents 
inform me that the children from Sandy Bay School do not 
return until January 7th,if that is so it will cause 
further ieuetiefaasion.Knowing the circumstances, 
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I cannot bleme the parents for grumbling. 


Mr M.Rusaw the Principal of the School informs me 
that he requested permission to change the dates to suit 
local condition,but the Department refused to allow it.

It would im- 
prove the relation between the parents and school. 

I understand, Mr. Rusaw approves this request. 


I was on these reserves during the past 
ten days and this matter was a constant source of 
complaint. I request this matter be reconsidered 
and if possible the recuest be approved.

"Re Principal's residence -- I am not prepared to afvise. 
The responsibility of the Principal for 40 Indian girls and 30 Indian 
bo as regards their morals, discipline, health and se to say 
nothing of food and clothing is so eat that I would not take the 
responsibility of the task without living with them, and sleeping 
within hearing of dormitories at night. To do otherwise would mean 
that I nominally had the responsibility while someone else hed the 
burden of it. We are practically all on duty all the time. 


However, it is almost impossible for an unmarried man to 
fill the position and equally impossible for a man with a young family 
to live in the school. Since my girls are 14 and 16 years old, I may 
be able te do so. I leave this to the disoretion of your Board. 


Do we need to enlarge the School? We have sixty-seven on 
eur roll mow and I have a list of children who are a little over six 
years on these reserves before me numbering 23 in all. They will get 
no education till we bring them in here and we certainly have no room 
for them under present conditions. We have hed, since holidays, 10 
cases of mumps and 2 cases of erysipelas and it is most difficult to 
isolate these. If we put them out in a cottage we would have to etay 
with them and this would require a couple more on the etaff. Conse- 
quently, it bas made a lot of extra work. We remire a nurses’ room 
and ea sick room for girls and one for boys. Besides our dormitories 
and classrooms are already crowded. 


I have made a rough draft of an extension. It is difficult 
to get estimates until a definite plan is made and this would cost too 
much unless we had something definite that we proposed to build. These 
sketches fill in the hollow square at the back of the building and would 
give an extension 49 x 33 or better still we could extend the length 
to 60 ft. © 43. 


The advantages of this would be that we would have only two 
outside walls to build - the roof would be flat - no front entrance to 
build, no interior stairs ~- is as close to our present heating system 
as any other part of the building - would not necessitate any change 
of our present sewer system - and would not interfere with the work of 
the school while in process of erection. 


This would give us just about what we need and I think at the 
least possible cost. At present I could only make a guese# at what it 
would cost but think it should be built and completed for between six 
and seven thousand dollars. 


While I have stated the needs and the best way of doing it 
and the probable cost you mst_jconsider these as only suggestions on my 
part. I do not want to as responsibility of advocating or urging 
any of these.

In our Indian Sohool work, we recognize 
that the farm is a part of the School, and that the practical 
training in the different branohes of farming, is an im- 
portant part of our teaching. We feel that we are not equipped 
for thie part of our work as we should be; our horses, har- 
nese, and machinery are getting old and worn out, and should 
be replaced with new ones. 


We require thie Spring, a team of heavy 
horses, a set of heavy harness, a cultivator, a seed drill, a 
Walking plow, grain binder, and mower. We are handicapped 
in our work as compared with schools that have Government 
owned equipment. 


In our annual report to the Department 
this year the Church had contributed over $7000.00 to the 
support of thie school for the year, for salaries, clothing 
'o., in addition to what the Government had paid, and the 
farm produced. 


We we requiscs other improvements to 
buildings fences, and stock, we feel that we oan hardly ask 
tge church to buy thie part of the equipment that we require. 


We sinoerély hope that the Indian Dep- 
artment may be able to help us out, in purchasing thie farm 
equipment for us.

Mr. Commigeioner Graham hae forwarded a request 
from the Rev. Principal of the Birtle Boarding School, relative 
to agricultural machinery and stock that are needed for the 
proper conduct of the farm and inetruction of the boys.

As I am not well enough to come $3 your office, am sending 
on a few lines for your consideration re our Birtle’y, Bp, S,. You are 
aware that the Dept. were sone to build a wing for dormitory accommo@é- 
ation and were to Fo on with the work during summer. Our Principal, Rev. 
Mr. Pitts, is feeling keenly that this work has been held up by dept. as 
he has over 70 children in residemce now with 25 more ready to come in - 
one hundred pupilesfor Birtle without any trouble. 


I have considered the matter over caréfully and do not 
think that union betweem the two churches should make any difference 
between Birtle ahd Portage for each could guarantee at least 100 pupils 
whic h would give them industrial standing. Both are situated most 
favorably to carry on separately and become industrial. If present 
improvements cogld be carried out at Birtle so that the School could be 

a * 
binging’ vorga grad Birtze ap to coverapint startard. heen Row 1 slain 
we are industrial in all but name ahd extra grant and have ascertained 
that schools , not any larger, in other denominations, are receiving 
Industrial grants. We should have two schools in Manitoha - as our 
largest Indian work lies there - then our C. J. - this is in Northern 
Ontario - could be moved to a district in the Jake of the Woods perhaps 
near to Kewadyro. We could easily have 150 pupils memx at a péinit near t 
to the railway location to be decided by Church and vovt. Now, what I 
wieh you would do right now, is to ask the Dept. to go on with Birtle 
repairs, putting the foundation this fall and completing the job nest 
spring, sothat the school would be ready for 100 pupils next Aug. ‘if the 


work is not begun thie fall it could not be completed in time for August 
opaning. 


As far as I can remember it is the first time we have 
asked the dent. for any money for our Birtle I. B. S. and have expended 
large sums of money both at Birtle and Cedélia Geffrey Schools. ‘Ye know 
that the Dept. should help us at this point or buy out the schools at an 
early dute. We wish to continue in the work and feel justifiably proud 
of our share in Indian work but it will take the heart out of our 
workers if we cannot provide them with adequate room for all the children 


in their respective districts - Kindly go into this matter with Deputy 
Scott at the earliest moment possibly.

Punde are available for some building activity 
at thie school and the Department hae promiced to provide 
& two~-roomed school building and has offered a grant of 
$2,000 for the alteratione and addition to the main 
bud lding. A new building should be undertaken by the 
Department, but the alterations can be left to the 
Principal. 


I shall be pleaeed if you will communicate at 
the firet opportunity with the Rev. Principal, with a 
view to determining the exact requirements. You may then 
arrange for the erection of an outeide claeeroom building. 
The Indian Agent and the Rev. Principal ean oversee the 
work. No unnecessary expenditure should be inourred, but 
it ie my wish that a good, substantial frame building be 
erected.

I have your letter of the 10th inst. 
No. 106-1-5, informing me that you had been discussing 
with the Presbyterian Church authorities the advieability 
of providing more accommodation at the Birtle Indian 
School. 

I note that it is your intention to make 
a grant of $2000 for alterations and addition to the main 
building. You have left entirely to the Church authorities 
the matter of the spending of this $2000. I do not think 
this is safeguarding the interests of the Department; how- 
ever it is not for me to oriticize. 


I do not think it ie fair to ask me to 
be responsible for a building program in the Weet, and 
then tell me I can hand the work over to our Indian Agents 
and Principals of Schools. This is, to my mind, unreasonable, 
and it ise just the posite of my understanding with the 
Department, when in Ottawa. 


° I am now preparing a report, which 
shows that over $50,000 wae actually wasted at £1khorn, 
through carrying on work in this manner. There was a 
deliberate waste, tearing down construction that should 
never have been touched; ripping up floors which were in 
erfectly good repair; replacing engines which should not 
ave been replacede All of which is accounted: for by the 
fact that the man in charge of the work was getting ten 
percent on material and labor. If we are going to con- 
tinue work in this way, we might as well cancel all arrange- 
ments that were made while I wae in Ottawa. I will not 
take pesponsibility for the pat ge program, if the De- 
pertment eay who I am to delegate this work to.

With reference to the letter hereunder from Mr. 
Commissioner Graham, I wish to point out that hie telegram 
of the 13th ultimo etated that he could build thie two- 
roomed school for $4,000. In his letter of the 25rd ultimo 
it ie etated that the building without a basement can be 
completed for $4,000 and I take it that this will not 
include the cost of a furnace, piping and registers. 


I have examined the plan which Mr. Graham 
enclosed and I am of the opinion that two large oloakrooms 
are unnecessary in the case of a claesroom building for a 
regidential school. 


The pupilage at Birtle is 95 and at Round Lake, 
75. At theee echoole seating accommodation in two clags- 
roome for totale of 70 and 60 pupils, respectively, is all 
that ie required, in view of the half-day eystem. Of 
course, @® larger classroom than ie required ie not a bad 
fault, except that it hae to be heated.

In discussing with Mr. Doig, contractor on the 
school building in process of erection, the ventilation 
ef the school rooms, I find that instructions and apeci- 
fications are very indefinite as to the flues and the 
openings into those flues from the class rooms. Please 
let us have instructions as to how these are to go in. 


I note also from the plan that there is no inside 
entrance to the basement or. furnace and in order to make 
a fire one has to go all round the building. 


Since the agent and Department complained about the 
overcrowded condition of the class-rooms we had before 
with seventy children I fear hat hese rooms with very 
little more floor space and lower ceiling will not make 
room for ninety we are counting on. 


Work is going slowly on the classrooms. We will 
have the residence ready for Aug.5th but they have only 
part of the footings in for the cement wall and have not 
yet placed the forms for the wall. I am hoping it may 
go faster when they get at the wood work.

Dear Sir:- 


I have your letter dated the 19th inst., 
and note your remarks with reference to the Plan 
of a two-room classroom in process of erection at 
your school. 


With reference to the ventilation system 
the plan provides for a ventilation flue in the 
chimney with a foul air vent in each class-room. 
This plan has been explained to Mr. Lazenby who 
will see that the contractor carries out the work 
in connection with the erection of this school in 
accordance with the specifications. 


With reference to the accommodation which 
this building will provide, 4 may say that the 
class rooms profide for 82 pupils according to the 
Provincial Government regulations. We are building 
a school in Manitoba and using a Provincial Govern- 
ment Plan. The size of the building is 24x40 with 
a 10' ceiling, and the Government authorize a pupil- 
age of 41 for this building. The school we are 
building for you is exactly double that size, being 
40x48. It is considered that this school will pro- 
vide ample classroom accommodation for an Indian 
Residential School with a pupilage of 100, in view 
of the half day system in vogue in connection with 
the larger pupils, and I see no occasion for worry 


in this connection.

With reference to there being no inside access 
to the furnace cellar, I would point out that the 
original plan provided for using a heater in the class- 
room, and the furnace was an afterthought. It seems to 
me that there should be very little hardship incurred 
through having te obtain access to the furnace room 
through an outside door as, after the morning fire is 
started, there should be very little firing to do during 
the day, especially when coal is being used for fuel. 


Sefore deciding on this Plan i gave the matter 
very careful thought, and after viewing several plans, 
concluded that bis would be most suitable for your 
purposes and I feel sure that it will meet your require- 
ments admirably.

I note its contents 
and the underlying rebut? at my interfering with the building 
operations. lease note that in Dep. Supte Jen-Scott’s letter to 
you of May 10th he asked that the Agent and I oversee the building 
of the achool rooms. 

T regret that I am ina position where I need to 
point out to you the absolute impossibility of the school rooms 
you are building. I am aware that the Uttawa offices have approved 
your plans and that you have taken them from the Manitoba Provincial 
plans. I have taken considerable time to atudy out why any architect 
would use such @ ventilating system, hen I got your letter of 
above date I saw at once where the mistake was likely madee You have 
taken an architect's plan for a one room school with windows on 
opposite sides and as you state in your letter have doubled it, thus 
making rooms with windows on only one side. ‘This leaves no draught 
of air across the rooms Sven with the farthest window open the draught 
between that and the ventilating flue leaves more than half of the 
room (diagonally) untouched.

If you 
do not care to look into the matter now while they are being built 
I will submit the plans to the Inspector at Ottawa. 


I wish to point out in this connection that two 
years ago you wrote me that our number of pupils allowed was out 
down from 75 to 70 and afterwards to 66 because of the overcrowded 
gondition of the class-rooms and dormitories. 


The two class-rooms we then hed, had an air space 
£ 21466 oubic ft. The new class-rooms have an air space of 14700 
or one third less than the old ones. Besides we had class-rooms 


with windows on both sides » and all of these windows had transoms

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above that were easily worked, both the top and bottom sashes had 
pulleys and balanced weights. Begides we had the ventilating 
flues in the chimney. 


Our reasons for‘asking the Department to help us 
enlarge was first that cur number should not be cut down and 
secondly that we should be able to take in 100 pupils. 


You have all the facta as I see them. I am acting 
in the interest of the echool and I expect you to treat it 
accordingly.

The design in every way is a standard type, evolved after 
some twenty years experience here, spent in plenning and equipping 
school buildings, under western conditions. 


The size and cubic contents of each room, the lighting 
heating, ventilation, details of elevation and equi; are iz 
close conformity to regulation and in consequence absolutely 
authoritative. 


The building was designed by me for a two room school 
end not edepted from a one room school as su ‘geostedsand the only 
change made was to substitute basement furnace heating instead 
of the originel stove heating in classrooms, which I consi 
improvement. 


4n air space of 21466 cubic feet for two class rooms 
referred to in your correspondent's letter is wasteful, not only 
on construction cost but in annual expenditure for winter heating. 
Yor the same reason any change in the si 2g of ventilation flue shown 
would undoubtedly be detrimental as same @s accurately proportioned 
vo Move & certain quantity of airy at a given velocity at a certain 
temperature condition, voth interior end exterior of the buildine. 
The windows are intended to open fully at top and bottom by opening 
Sashes, .balanced by weights or spring balar 3 either would meet 
with my approval, % latter having the advantage of tighter and 
therefore warmer construction in wintry weather.

I have your letter of the 28th inst., regard- 
ing the new class-rooms at the Birtle Boarding School. I 
have carefully noted what you say regarding this building 
and it is quite evident to me that you are not familiar with 
the situation. 


In the first glace you complain of the capacity 
and quote me as having written to you instructingsyou to cut 
down the pupilage from 75 to 70, and afterwards to 665 because 
of the over-orowded condition of the class-rooms. Will you be 
good enough to show me a copy of such a letter. My files here 
do not show that any such letter was written to you by m@e 


You state that you have 21456 cubic feet of air 
space in your old class-room, this being the case the air 
space would be sufficient for over 140 children, 80 it is 
hardly likely that I would write to you and psk you to reduce 
the number from 75, however, T would be glad to have the letter 
which you say I wrote to youe 


With regard to the present air space provided 
you geem to be unnecessarily alarmed. There is an air space 
of 6,750 oubia Leet in each room. This provides for a pupil- 
age of 90 with two class-rooms, and if we are to have the 
half-day system you have air space capacity for 180 ehildren, 
and as you are not likely to ever have more than 100 children 
present you have more elass-room space than you will ever use. 
Thig ig in accordance with the regulations of the Provincial 
Government.

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It appears to me that your remarks with regard to this 
are uncalled for. 


With regard to the windows; you have no gvounds 
for complaint. These windows are being fitted with spring 
sash balances and provide for opening the windows both at 
top and bottom. 


With regard to the ventilation of this school. 
I would point out to you that all modern and up-to-date 
schools have windows on one side. The ventilation is the 
same as provided in schools for white children. I would 
like to se6 a school building in your ?rovince that has 
windowa on the opposite side, or hear of one that was 
built in the last five years. It is not being done. 


tT have dealt with all the marvere brought up in 
your letter except —s portion in which you say that you 
note the underlying rebuff at your aed fering with the 
building eperatiends: If I heave any rebuff to give I will 
do so up and above board and not write between the lines 
as you suggest, and my advice to you is to be just a little 
more guarded in your statements and suspicions when writing 
to me in the future.

Mire Pitts, Principal of the Birtle Boarding School. 


I have no desire to be drawn into any 
oontroversy with ir. Pitts or br. Hdmison of Toronto over 
this matter, but you will see from the letter that Kir. 
Pitts is displeased at not being given charge of the work 
at the Birtle Schools 


In the first place I did not think he 
was capable of undertaking this work and in the second place 
I do not see how I could be held rasponsible for the work 
if I did not have the privilege of engaging what, in my 
Opinion, was a proper man. As there was no comparison 
between the qualificationga of Mir. Lazenby and Mr. Pitts, 
and you know as well as I do that two men cannot boss one 
job, I put the work in the hands of the proper party, vizi- 
our own officer. 


In reading Mr. Pitta’ letter you would 
think that the plans thet I sent to him were far from being 
what they should. On the contrary, the School °lans were 
the very latest and most up-to-date. The ventilation 
system is in accordance with the 2rovincial Government 
regulations. The windows are hung with fixtures the same 
as are used on all modern school buildings. The air space 
provides Zor a pupilage at one time of 90, or in other 
words allowing that only one third are absent at other 
Occupations it would provide for a school of 120. If we 
adopt the half-day system it would provide for 180 children, 
still he thinks that he is cramped for room.

In reply I have to inform you that in 1922 I had some 
correspondence with Dr. Edmicon, regarding the srowded 
eonditions at the echool. Upon the aseurance of the 
Doetor that the principal had provided more dormitory 
espace, it wae decided not to reduce the pupilage from 
75. A few wooke after thie decieion had been reached, 
following a report from the medical officer for the 
eehool, the question wae in raised and it wae found 
that there wae « total of 29.520 aubie fect of air 
epace in the three girle' and two boys’ dormitories. 
Thie indicated that the pupilage should be limited to 
60. The average attendance for the September and 
December quartere of that year wes 60.5 and 61.5. In 
1925, when the average attendance increased somewhat, 
no action wae taken, ae the question of providing more 
eccommodation wae being favourably coneidered. 


Unfortunstely, the unsatisfactory claerroom 
condition was coupled with the question of the over- 
crowded dormitory. Mr. Ferrier, in hie report in 1922, 
drew attention to the fact that there were too many 
pupile in the elasercom and that a second room and 
teacher were neceseary, unlees the half-day syeten was 
to be adopted. Hie criticiem was baeed upon the fact 
that there were too many pupile for one teacher and not 
upon the air epace provided. 


You may inform Mr. Pitte that the Department 
coneidere two cleseroome, accommodating 30 pupile each,

With further reference to my report for 
the month of January, I bee to draw the a ttention of 
the Department to a matter that I feel should be 
given immediate consideration, which is ae follows;- 


In the cupola at the top of the main 
school building, is a water tank having a capacity 
of 40 barrels to which are attached the fire hose, 
through a stand pipe. This tank is supported on 
tae top floor, on four 6" X 6" timbers; below this, 
the weight is supported by the partitions. For some 
time past, all the floors directly beneath the tank 
have been sagging, with the result thet doors &c; are 
all out of shape. The wetght could be taken off 
by emptying the tank of water, but if thia were done, 
the sehool would be without fire protection. 


There may be no immediate danger of the 
supports of the tank giving way, and yet there may be, 
therefore, for the sake of the safety of the pupils, 
and others in the school, I beg to recommend that the 
building should be examined by a competent building 
inspector.

Tais tank is said to contain 1600 to 1800 gallons of water and 
will weigh 8 to 9 tons. The tank is locabed above tue roof and is 
supported on 4-6x6 in.posts at 5 ft.centers extending down to and 
resting on the flooring of tne upper floor. The joists of tunis 
floor are carried by two 2x4 in.stud partitions 3' 6" apart through 
First and Second stories and resting on the Firet floor joists. 
This floor is carried by a beam in the Basement which rests on one 
wooden post and a very defective concrete wall. The posts carrying 
the tant do not rest on the partitions but the load is carried to 
the partitions by the top floor joists. 

Where posts rest on flooring there is a settlement of nearly 2

Dear Mr. Graham:- 

I have the honor to report as follows on 
the Indian Residential School at Birtle, inepected by 
me on May 31st, 1987. 

Since my last visit to thie school, the 
management has been taken over by the continuing 
Presbyterian Church and a new principal, Mr. Currie, 
has been installed. Mr. Currie had Gust arrived one 
week before my inspection, with the result that as yet 
little change had been made. 

In my last report, I described the school 
fully, so will not 8° into details. However, I feel 
something should be done to improve conditions in the 
boys' basement, which is used as a Playroom. The ceilings 
are very low and the walls are badly broken, alee the 
cement on the floors, in fact, the whole place presents 
@ very dilapitated appearance. The entrance to the toilets 
open off this playroom and the whole Place has a very 
offensive odor. The girle' basement is little better. 

The laundry work is done in another part 
of the basement, and adjacent are rooms at one time used 
as toilets. From these also there is a slight odor, 
although Chloride of Lime is used extensively. The laundry 
is emall and very cramped. All the work for about 160 
people is done by hand, there being no power machinery of 
eny kind. Mise Muir is in charge of this department and

Mise Ferguson is in charge of the kitchen, 
which is in fairly good condition and well lighted. I 
doubt if she has given this work much consideration, but 
I believe this department will improv, with the new 
principal and matron in charge, as they are giving close 
supervision of whet food is provided and the manner in 
which it is being served. 

Miss Otten is the sewing teacher, and the 
work appeared to be carried on quite satisfactorily. The 
girle were busy mending and the discipline was good. 

Mrs. Currie is now matron and, I believe, 
found things in a very untidy condition, in fact, she 
Glaimed the place was dirty. I saw some of the medicine 
oupboards,as they were left, and must say that they 
were certainly far from being clean. Apperently Mr. & 
Mre. Pitts let things slide very badly before leaving. 

The senior class-room was in charge of 
Miss Bradly. This work had been carried on by Miss 
Fleming, but on account of sickness, she was obliged to 
resign. Miss Bradly is not sure of remaining longer than 
the holidays. She has only been there since April list, 
but, I believe, is a good teacher and would make & success 
shoulda she remain. This term's work has been badly 
interrupted and I feel little progress made. The children 
were clean and tidy, and ths class-room well ventilated 
and clean. There ars 17 boys and 27 girle on the roll. 

Miss Thorp is the junior teacher. She is 
doing good work and I regret to say, she informed me she 
would be leaving at the end of June. Miss Thorp is an 
exceptionally good junior teacher, and any school would 


be fortunate in securing her. The pupils are Quite 
responsi ve

responsive and read well. Although the progrese in this 
G@epartment is necessarily slow, due to learning the 
language, yet I feel that these children have done well 
and that progress certainly has been made. The class-room 
was clean, and the children were tity. In the junior 

room there are 28 girls and 14 boys on the roll. 

HEALTH. 

There were 57 girls and 31 boys enrotled 

at this school, making a total of 88. Of this number 

2 were in the Regina hospital, 

a " File Hills * 

a. 8 & Beptie 9 

4 at their homes sick, 

2 sick in bed in residence and 

2 recently died. 
This is a serious matter for such a small school. Before 
I left thie agency, eleven other boys and girls were 
operated on for the removal of tonsils. A great deal of 
Sickness has ocourred at this school during the past year; 
whether it has been due to lack of care, I am not 
prepared to say. However, I might add that when I called 
at the school on leaving the agency, nearly two weeks after 
this inspeotion, the principal very gladly informed me that 
no children were in bed and that the héalth, in general, 
appeared much improved. 

No hot water is available upstairs for bathing, 
except whet is carried by hand. A tank could be Placed in 
the kitchen and attached to the range, which would supply some 
water at least. Warm water in abundance should be available 
for keeping these children clean. 

The toilets in all the dormitories have no 


ventilating windows; any odor therefrom escapes into the 


dormitories. Some outside ventilation should be provided. 


Phe floors 
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ton's ort on tie Residential School. 


The floors in the stone part of the school 
have sunk a little, due, partly at least, to the arrangement 
of the water tank in the tower. This is a difficult matter 
to remedy, but, I understand, is being reported on by the 
Agent. 

The outside work is in charge of Mr. B. 
Newsham. The cultivated land is situated about two miles 
from the echool residences. This land is very dirty ana 
esrtainly better farm methods should be enforced. Mr. 
Ourrie, I believe, will endeavour to do this. 

At present, about 10 milk cows are kept and 
these are of very poor type. The milk supply is not sufficient 
The principal realizes this and is very desirous of 
obtaining some good milk cows as soon as possible. These 
children need milk badly. 

The barne and outbuildings are poor; in fact 
the cow barn is of little use and no doubt before good 
results can be obtained with dairy cattle, a new barn will 


be necessary,

With regard to the residential building; 
it is, and has been in the past, my contention 
that it is practically impossible to keep children 
healthy, while living in it. There is not a toilet 
in the building that has a window in it, nor any other 
means of ventilation; entrance to those on the upper 
floors is directly from the dormitories, and there 
is always a peculiar, musty odor in the building. 


To Mr Currie's remarke concerning the 
Filter Tank, and the Laundry, I have nothing to add, 
as he has covered these matters very well. 


Regarding Mr Currie's statements under 
the heading of “The heating plant", it will be noted 
that he says that the steam @uages are gone. These 

% however were on the boilers last winter, and were 

ot in operation. Where they have gone to, I am at a 

~@ loss to know. Mr Currie also mentions that “a fire 
was started some time ago"; this fire, however was 
not started from the furnaces. ‘The fire ocourred on 
Pebruary 4th 1925, and in this connection I beg to 
refer you to my letter to the Department, No; 15 
dated 7th Fabruary 1925; Departmental letter No; 
106-1-1 dated 13th February 1925, and my reply thereto 
No; 15 dated 17th February 1925. Since the school 
building was added to in the summer of 1924, the 
present furnaces have been somewhat inadequate to 
heat the building, though this may be due in some 
measure, to the fact that some of the main steam 
pipes have lost considerable portions of their 
asbestos insulation.

I beg to forward herewith my report respecting 
ding School, for the month of September 1927, 

pplementing that report, I beg to state that the 
school was visited on the 20th instané, by the Deputy 
Superintendent General, the Indian Commissioner, and Dr 
Corbett of Regina. These gentlemen made a thorough in- 
spection of the school biilding, and were anything but 
favourably impressed. The Deputy Superintendent General 
advocated making several changes, namely closing up the 
part of the building that had been used apa boys' play 
room, using one of the rooms in the class room building 
for a dormitory, and making one of the dormitories into 
@ play room; also getting the laundry department out of the 
basement into one of the small cottages to the east of the 
main building. 


The Principal later thought out another 
scheme, which would do away with the necessity of using a 
class room for a dormitory, and that was to use the pupils' 
ining room for the girls’ play room between meals, and 
se what had been the girls! play room in the basement, for 
1e boys' play room. To do this, all that would be needed 
#iould be a partition with a door in it built across the hall 
“to separate the giris' and boys' play rooms. ‘his door would 
be kept locked, of course, except when it was necessary to 
admit the boys to the dining room for meals. The school 
work can then be carried on in the class rooms as usual. It 
s hoped that this change will have the approval of the 
puty Superintendent General. 


With regard to the laundry, I beg to report 
that some delay has been experienced in getting one of the 
cottages fixed up for this purpose, owing to the school 
farming instructor being ill, necessitating the Principal 
attending to the farm work personally, and no carpenters 
being available, However, there will be a carpenter at the

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter No; 106-1-5 dated October 15th 1927 regarding the 
changes being made at the Birtle Residential School. 


With regard to the laundry work of the 
school, as mentioned in the last paragraph of your letter, 
I beg to state that I immediately took the matter up with 
the school Principal. The Principal wrote to the 
Rumford Laundry at Brandon Man; asking what their rates 
would be for doing the school laundry work. A copy of their 
reply is attached hereto. 


A sample bundle was sent to the Rumford 
Laundry, and has now been returned. The cost, at their 
list price was $54.07, less a discount of 40%, making the 
net cost for the work $32.45. The express charges one way 
amounted to $4.77, making the net cost $27.68; 


The Principal had paid the express charges 
both ways, $4.57 to send the package to Brandon, and $4.77 
for returning it; but as the Company agreed to pay charges 
one way, $4.77 should be deducted from the account which 
they rendered, of $32.45, which makes the account $27.68, net. 


In their letter, enclosing the account, the 
Rumford Laundry L'td have agreed to do the laundry work for 
the school, for a flat rate of $30.00 per week, if shipped 
all in one consignment, all express charges to be paid by the 
school. A copy of this letter is also attached. At this 
flat rate of $30.00 per week, plus shipping charges, the 
school laundry work would cost practically $40.00 per week, 
«which works out at about .45¢ per pupil per week.

Agency recently, I visited the residential school, as 
instructed, with a view to noting what had been done towards 
carrying out the suggested improvements in the building. 

The playroom, formerly used by the giris, has 
been turned over to the boys. A partition has been put in 
the hall leading to the outside entrance of this building 
So that the boys have direct access to their playroom from 
the outside and cannot gain access to the rest of the build- 
ing from this entry. ‘The dining room is now being used as a 
playroom for the girls and the arrangement appears to be 
working very satisfactorily. 

One of the old cottages is being fitted up as 
@ laundry and a water conveyer pipe has been put in. The 
work in this building has not deen completed and it is not 
expected that it will be fit for use during the severe 
weather. In the meantime the laundry work has been done by 
@ woman in Birtle and when I was at the Agency the Principal 
received an offer from the Rumford Laundry Co., in Brandon, 
who quoted a forty cent reduction from off their regular list 
prices and also agreed to pay the express charges one wey. 
Be has sent a rae} Shipment to them. 

This building, as you know, owing to its 
narrow and intricate passages would be a death trap in case 
of firs. It would be impossible to make an 6scape, if a fire 


were in progress, through the passages and entrances. The

BIKE PROTHOPION (Gont'de) 
consists of an iron platform and an iron stair leading to 
the top ef a lesn-to from which there is a drop of over 
6 ft. to the ground. The smsil boys can get on the fire 
escape direct from their dormitory; the big boys have to 
pass through the hall to the small boys' dormitory. The 
girls have to pass through the matron's room in order to 
gain access to the fire escapes. The latter arrangement is 
not satisfactory. 

With reference to fire fighting equipment, 
they have a 40 barrel tank in the attic with a stamd pips 
and new linen hose on each floor. In addition to this, they 
have four 2 gal. fire extinguishers, four of the small 
Johns Manville extinguishers, and one 5 gal. pump tank. ‘The 
Principal informs me that he is having weekly fire drill but 
doce not turn the water into the hose as the linen hose, for 
the first few minutes, leaks a certain amount and makes a 
mess in the building. There is no fire escape from the 
dormitory in the north wing. This is a comparatively new 
addition to the school. In taking the matter up with the 
Principal, he informed me that he had authority to put in an 
escape and will do so at once. I gave him the necessary 
information as to where he could secure a pole fire escape, 
which wae thought to be satisfactory. 

CONDITION OF BUILDING. 

The building, as you know, is a very old one 
and should be replaced. This applies to the barns and 
out-buildings “hich are old and in poor repair. The only 
decent building in connection with this school is the 
classroom which is quite new and a good building. 

While I found the interior of the building 
clean and well kept, there was a very noticeable smell of 


Sewer gas and in some of the roome it was very objectionable. 


This gas

This gas is backing up from the septic tank, which is 
evidently not working satisfactorily or else the traps may 
be defective. 

The building is heated with two steam 
furnaces. These furnaces are very old and leaking. I noted 
that the furnaces are not provided with steam gauges and I 
could not find any information as to when they were last 
inspected or whether they had ever been inspected. The 
Prineipal, who has a certificate as an engineer, appears 
to be afraid of these furnaces. There is no doubt that they 
are very old and should be inspected. Their safety at the 
present time is in that they have several leaks which may 
prevent the pressure from getting too high. 

TAR. 

A farm, consisting of 160 acres 2% miles 
distant from the school, is operated. They had 90 acres 
in oate which was reported as being a poor crop; I aia not 
see it. Their garden, however, produced 3,000 bus. of 
potatoes, as well as roots and other vegetables. 

Their stock consists of 16 cows, 5 calves, 
26 hogs, 6 work horses and 2 drivers. They are milking 8 
cows at present and will have other cows freshening during 
the winter which will keep up their supply of milk. Their 
stock I found in eplendid condition. 

PUPILAGE 

There are 91 pupils enrolled; of these 5 were 
absent on account of sickness. The children have been very 
healthy and they have had none in the hospital for six 
months. I was present when the children were having their 
6vening meal and noted that their food was ample and whole- 
some. The meals consist of the forlowsngs=

The Principal of the school, Mr. Currie, and 
his wife, who acts as matron, impress ine as being very 
practical and capable people for this position. I believe 
they have the interests of their pupils and of their work 
very much at heart. Considering the condition of the 
building, it is kept in remarkably good shape. This is a 
aiffieult building to keep clean ana tidy. 

I may say that when visiting the Waywayse6 cappo 
Reserve the Indians there informed me that they had held a 
meeting amongst themselves and had passed a resolution agreeing 
to set aside a half section of land in the north east corner 
of the reserve in close proximity to Bird Tail Siding, and 
they are very anxious to have the school located closer to 
their reserve than the present location, 

The foregoing report is respectfully 
submitted.

The laundry situation at the school has been 
very considerably improved, by the re-modelling of one of 
the small cottages to the east of the main building, and 
the installing therein of two new power washers, and a 
new stove for the heating of the water for washing. This 
arrangement is now working, and has been satisfactory so 
far. There was some delay in getting this laundry going 
after receiving the necessary authority to make the changes 
owing to the inability to get the labour for the cottage 
work. 


At the instigation of Mr Inspector Murison, who 
ingpected the school in November last, a Slide Pole Fire 
scape has been installed. 


The work in both class rooms is divided into haY 
days; in the primary room, Standards 1 and 2, are taken in 
the mornings, and Standard 3 in the afternoons. In the 
senior room, Standards 4 and 5 are taken in the mornings, 
and 6, 7, and 8 in the afternoons. 


One of the pupils, James Cote, of the Pelly 
agency got his right arm broken this month, but this is 
now progressing well towards recovery.

Sir, 


I beg to forward herewith my Report respecting 
the Birtle Indian Residential School, for the month of 
September. I did not make a report for the month of 
August, as the pupils and staff were just getting settled 
into routine work after the close of vacation, and the 
returning of the pupils. 


The pupils returned to school after vacation 
this year, much more promptiy than in any previous year 
in my experience, and without any having to be brought 
back. 


I was in the clase rooms at 4 Pem. when the 
school was dismissed, and two boys commenced to sweep 
the rooms without the use of anything on the floor to 
keep down the dust, I recommended to the Principal in 
the evening, on my second visit to the school, that 
Dustbane, or some such preparation should be used, for 
the sake of the health of the children, and he said that 
he would see that this was done. 


The heating system in the main building is in 
very bad shape; in fact, in my opinion it is a danger, 
and someone will need to be on duty 24 hours of the 
day locking after it this winter. This, I understand, 
Will be the case. I impressed upon the Principal, the 
importance of fire drill, especially at this time of the 
year, and the heating system being in it's present 
poor eondition,

I beg to advise you that Mr 
H.B.Currie, Principal of the Birtle Indian Residen- 
tial School, has been speaking to me regarding the 
housing of the school cattle during the coming 
winter. 


Mr Currie, as you may know, is 
raising a herd of pure bred Shorthorn cattle for the 
sachool, and states that in ahticipation of there 
being another farm purchased as a site for the pro- 
posed new residential school, by this fall, he 
acquired, during the past swmmer, a number of pure 
bred cattle over and above the number that can be 
housed in the present buildings, as he expected that 
there would be a new barn ready for the coming winte. 


Mr Currie is loth to part with any 
of the cattle he now has, as they are just what he 
wants for future breeding purposes, but under present 
conditions he has not sufficient room to house them. 


Mr Currie has asked if the Depart- 
ment would make a grant of about $150.00 towards the 
purchase of lumber for the erection of a shed for these 
cattle, and what balance was required, would be paid 
from the school funds, and I beg to recommend that this 
grant be allowed, in order to avoid any necessity of 
disposing of several of these animals.

I made another visit of inspection to Birtla@ on July 30th., 
and while there telegraphed you that I advised an increase 
of the footings from 28" t@ 32",and I am in receipt of your 
reply saying that you approve of this. 


When the excavation was started the foreman found that he 
could not get a plow into the ground in order to use 
fresnos to take out the earth; there was a solid rock and boulde 
formation to a depth of about five feet or somewhat less. 

The only way to successfully overcome this was to put a large 
Steam shovel to work,and the shipping of this from Winni peg 
took about a week, When I arrived last Wednesday they had the 
main excavation out and expected to finish with the shovel 

on Saturday.Below this hard formation we ran into ight 

clay which I thought would be better with a slightly wider 
spread of footing. I enclose one or two photographs to show 
the material excavated and the shovel at work,also a view 

of the property with the site indicated. 


Claydon Ltd,,have ample equipment on the ground to put the 
job through quickly; the bunk houses and cook houses are up 
and things are moving along in a business like way. 


I drove out to the sand pits with the foreman and examined 
the sand they intend to use. This is quite good,

I have your letter of August 2nd requesting 
the preparation of the necessary plans for the water 
supply and sewerage disposal systems for the new 
Birtle Indian School, and also requesting an estimate 
of the cost, 


Some three weeks ago I wrote the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Official in charge, Winnipeg, aeking 
if they were prepared to enter into an agreement with 
the Department of Indian Affairs to pump water to the 
new Indian School at Birtle, and if so, upon what 
terms, Although I have received no official notific- 
ation as yet, I understand that the Railway will agree 
to do the pumping for the new school from their exist+ 
ing pumping plant. 


One of our Engineers is now at Birtle laying 
out tentatively, the location of the elevated water 
tank, necessary pipe lines, drains and septic tank, 
Upon his return the necessary plans will be prepared 
with recommendations for your approval or revision, 

As soon as definite word has been received from the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, I will enlist their co-op- 
eration as to the proper method of laying out the pip- 
ing and valve systems necessary from their pipe line 
to the school tank, There may be some delay in the 
installation of the water system, but I hope to be 
able to forward to you next week, plans covering the 
construction of the septic tank and drain pipe from 
the school, so that at an early date construction may 
commence on this portion of the work,

Ballantyne & Whetmore have raised a point about the location 
of the chimney with reference to the breeching. They point 
out that the boilers as now specified for the Indian School 
have the take off for the breeching at the back of the boiler 
instead of from the front as formerly. This increasés the 
breeching length very much, and the Vulcan Iron Worke are also 
Joining in the argument that the excessive length of the breeching 
will offset to a certain amount the height of the chimney. 


in addition to this, it is claimed that the passing 
of the breeching across the line of the steam mains over the top 
of the boiler will not be a very good arrangement. They, there- 
fore, wish to have you consider the moving of the chimney to 
another location. 


Enclosed you will find a cutting from one of your 
mechanical drawings showing a suggested location for the chimney. 
If you decide to follow this suggestion,kindly indicate your 
wishes when wiring by saying whether you prefer location #1 
or #2 as mentioned on blue print, We are pouring footings now, 
and before finishing up in the boiler room would like to have 
a word from you about the above matter.

Since my report of Aug.2nd.,I have made two trips to Birtle 
the last of which was yesterday,

Z am enclosing herewith blue print of a plan 
of the new birtle Indian xesidential school site, show- 
ing the location of the school and the proposed loca- 
tion of water Tower, Septic Tank, Drains and the parn. 


there is also enclosed an estimate of the 
cost of the proposed septic tank and the drains lead- 
iag to and from the septic tank. 


It is proposed to construct a septic tank 
identical in size and construction with that constructed 
at the new Brandon School last fall, and makinsz no pro- 
vision for a disposal bed. he Xitchen and Laundry 
Drain Pipe from the school will be placed in the same 
trench as the sewerage pipe from the school, and the 
over-flow from the septic tank will outlet into the 
drain trom the school immediately below the tank. ‘he 
stony aature of the ground renders excavation compar- 
atively expensive and it will be noted that the es- 
timates are somewhat higher than the costs at some of 
the other schools, where a similar system was installed. 
I am having drawings made of the septic tank that is 
proposed to installand in due time prints will be for- 
warded to you. 


I have today been informed by the Canadian 
Pacific HKailway that they will perform the pumping for 
the new »irtie School at a rate of -25¢ per one thous- 
and gallonse--the Department of Indian Affairs to de- 
fray the costs of all connections to their existing 
pipe line. Basing the water consumption of the school 
at an average of 5,000 gallons per day, this would make 
the daily cost about $1.25, which would appear to be 
more economical than any system of pumping that the De- 
partment could installthemselves. If you consider such 
an arrangement satisfactory, I will proceed with plans 
and estimates covering the installation of the water 
Supply eystem. there are many points in connection with

I am sending you a piece of the concrete which I chopped f 
from the wall.I am sending this because of all places 
tested this appearsto show the least amount of crushed 
rock,being a piece where some of the smaller stone had 
accumulated,It might be interesting to have this tested 
for compression, As mentioned in previous reports the 
contractors are crushing the stone on the job,using the 
field stone taken from the excavation.I have sent a sample 
of this,taken from the crusher,with the concrete,and I 
have also enclosed a sample of the coarse sand which I 
had them mix with this.

on account of coal dust.I also thought that a door into Store 
Bm.at foot of the side entrance steps would be allowed. 


They very much want to have eight of the wash basins taken 
from the basement and placed in the present clothing stores 
on dormitory floor,to save the children making a trip dowm 

to the basement to wash and then back up again to complete 
dressing, This awaits your approval.!I think: it would be a good 
idea to do this and to carry the partitions over enough so 
that the fire escapes open into these wash-rooms,. There will be 
no change much on the plumbing as the stack up to the top 
lavatory in dormitories will take care of these basins. 


I have not yet heard what floors are wanted in the prince ipal's 
residence,but would suggest birch for living rooms and edge 
grain fir for bedrooms.Kitchen could be linoleum,

On my arrival at Birtle yesterday I found Mr.Henderson just 
starting his duties as superintendent of construction. We went 
over the job together and discussed the various points that a 
had come up since the work was started.Mr. Henderson ad 
received no instructions except the telegram from your office, 
but we assumed that he would be taking charge,and that it 
would rot be necessary for me to make any further trips. 


I am enclosing progress photos showing the work a week ago,but 
since then the concrete slab has been run on the main building 
at ground floor level,and the rear wing built up and steel jobt 
on ready for concrete.The heating boilers are on the job,and 
the plumbers have most of the underground pipes in, 

It is now becoming very imperative that the contractor should 
konw where the water supply is coming into the building, where 
the electric power supply is coming in,and if a meter room or 
switch board is to be provided for,if the washrooms on 
dormitory floor are to be provided,and if laundry machinery 

is to be electrically driven or an engine provided. 


The contractor® is going ahead and only providing for linoleum 
on the corridors. 


In taking up the matter of the steel angle irons with the 
Dominion Bridge Co, ,they inform me that they shipped from their 
Winnipeg stock in an effort to rush the order,and some of 

the angles were rolled in the U.S.A. As we have had to use 

some of these to proceed with the work I have dropped the

We have had the privilege of submitting a quotetion to a contract- 
ing firm in Winnipeg on the equipment you propose installing in the 
Indian School barn at Birtle, Manitoba. In taking off this spec- 
ification we had sn opportunity of 6xamining the plan and we would 
respectfully submit the following suggestions eas an improvement in 
regard to the layout of the four pens at the end of the building. 
According to the plan as it now stsends the gate is placed in the 
centre of the front opening out on to the alley way, providing for 
& Manger on one side, 4" in length and provision sat the other sid 
of the gate being made for a Water Bowl only. 


We are of the opinion that the proper place for these Water Bowls 
would be in the cross partition and the attached pencil sketch will 
help to illustrate whet we mean. ‘he Water Bowl for one pen is set 
in the opposite pen and a large opening provided to sallow the animal 
to drink through. We can supply Water bowl Shields to protect the 
Weter owls and keep rubbish and other matter from getting into the 
Bowl from the pen in which it is situated. We have found from ex- 
perience that this is the most satisfactory method of placing Water 
Bowls in pens. 


Then by hinging both pen gates on the post at the centre of tha pen 
front, this will permit of you using an 8' manger instead of 4' as 
on the present plan. ‘his type of installation is if anything more 
rigid, owing to this corner post going further into the concrete and 
the lower bars of the gate frame, as illustrated in our barn book on 
page 162, will extend across both the gate openings and being em~ 
bedded in the cement will still further strengthen these two gates. 


We might add that the changes suggested will in no way addito the 

cost be these pens but will on the other hand mean added convenience

Stenchion Panel for each of theses pens, usi an 18" manger outside 

of the pen, would be a desided addition to this equipment. it would 
allow greater space in the pen and be more convenient and economical 
for the feeding of the animals. ‘his Stanchion Front is illustrated 
on page 152 of our barn book with an explanation of their construction

We are rather short handed in the office for a 
few days, and the writer also expects to be away from the city 
returning possibly the end of next week. The detailed estimate, 
as requested ,will be attended to as soon as possible after that 
time. We trust, however, the Trade Summary enclosed will be 
of some service to you in the meantime, 


Sometime ago we wired the Department about getting 
in sewer and water service. To date we have not heard anything 
about it. The water supply will be difficult to obtain as soon 
as the frosty nights set in. In the meantime we have a thousand 
feet of pipe line from the railway water tank, but es soon as the 
nights are frosty, and this may occur any time, we shall probably 
be in trouble with it. Is it possible for a permanent water 
supply to be attended to without further delay? 


The plumbing and heating contractor has taken some 
plant on the job which need electric current. We shall also need 
temporary lights. We have been trying to get some local information 
as to the running of a supply line, but were not successful in 
getting anything done. May we ask if this can ve attended to 
at an early date, as it will be impossible to open School without 
it, and we would certainly appreciate the use of both water and 
light as early as possible.

Source of Supply. 
The primary source of water supply for the new 


Indian School at Birtle is Birdtail Creek. The Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company maintains a pumping plant on the 
creek bank and pumps water to their water tank adjoining 
the railway nearly one mile distant. The pumping plant 
is modern, efficient and when traffic is heavy about 
80,000 to 100,000 gallons of water are pumped daily, the 
tank being filled at least twice daily, The new school 
is located approximately 1,600 feet from the railway water 
tank. The Canadian Pacific Railway Company has agreed 
to supply water for the new school upon the following 
general terms;- 


(1) The water supply to be drawn from their water 
tank and not from their pipe line. 


(2) The water supply pipe connectio# to the pipe 
line to the school to extend at least 7' -0* 
above the bottom of their water tank so that 
at no time can the sehool drain the railway tank, 

(3) The water supply to the school to be metered 
and water used to be paid for at the rate of 
25 cents per 1,000 gallons, 

(4) The meter to be supply by and installed at the 
expense of the school and all pipe connections 
to the water tank are to be made at no expense 
to the Railway Company. 


(5) The Railway Company does not accept responsibility 
for any deficiency im the water supply.

With the water level in the water tank standing 
at elevation 1732.25 there would be a 35.25 foot head, 
less loss of head die to friction in the pipe line, on the 
water services in the basement of the school, eo that if 
other conditions permitted a gravity water supply wuld 
be possible to the water services in the basenent of the 
school where it is estimated 75 percent of: the water 
supply will be used. Unfortunately there are other 
conditions that do not permit of a dependable water supply 
in the basement under the gravity systen, When the water 
level in the railway tank drops below elevation 1732.25, 
as it will probably frequently do, no water is available 
for the school pipe line and as a short time would 
suffice to drain the water in the pipe line the school 
would be without water until such time as the Railway 
Company again filled their water tank. The domestic 
water supply must be chlorinated and to operate efficiently 
there must'be a water pressure of at least 20 pounds per 
square inch on the feed pipe to the chlorinator and this 
pressure is not obtainable with a gravity system. There 
is apnarently no necessity for chlorinating the water 


supply for the laundry or toilets and it is possible to 
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supply these services in the basenent by gravity, except 
during those intervals when the water supply in the 
railway tank drops below 1732.25. I would, however, point 
out that the only adYantage of a partial gravity system 
would be the considerable saving in pumping costs, but that 
this saving would not compensate for the inconvenience 
caused by lack of water supply for a few hours every now 
and then. Accordingly, I would recommend that the whole 
water supply for the school building be supplied through 
@ pressure tank system. To ensure that the school would 
always have a day's water supply available it will be 
necessary to install a 5,000 gallon tank in the immediate 
vicinity of the school and preferably underground, 
Proposed Installation. 

The proposed installation for the water supply 
to the new school is as folliows:- 
(1) A 3" meter to be installed in the enclosure 
under the Canadian Pacific Railway water tank.

The pressure bange in 
this tank will be between 50 and 100 pounds, which range 
is sufficient to meet all requirements.

This report being forwarded conforms very 
closely to the scheme discussed and decided upon at the 
meeting betweon Mr. Swan and myself, There will 
probably be some alterations that you will desire 
made and. +} may be possible that we will not be able 
to followZout the proposals as outlined in this report.

There will be considerable excavation work 
to be done in connection with the water supply and 
sewage disposal plants and I would strongly urge that 
the work on these two systems be not delayed. This 
work I believe could be most economically done by 
the present contractors building the school, either 
on a cost plus 10% basis or on a cost plus a fixed sum, 
Personally, I prefer the latter alternative. 


We are hoping to have made available for 
the water supply installation the two rooms shown on 
your school plans as pump room and dairy room, I 
understand that Mr. Swan has written to you with ref- 
erence to having these two rooms made available for the 
water supply installation. The estimates included in 
this report were based upon the assumption that these 
two rooms will be made available for the water supply 
installation, 


I would appreciate having your views on the 
proposed lay-out and if it is your desire to have this 
work done under the direction of this office I would 
appreciate have authority at as early a date as possible 
to have the work put under way.

A report has today been received from Mr. DB. Gow, 
Acting District Chief Ingineer of the Dominion Water Power and 
Hydrometric Burewanu, Winnipeg, with reference to the water supply 
system for the new Birtle Indian Residential School.

With reference to the radiation in the front vestibule 
it will be satisfactory to oarry out Mr. Swan's suggestion or if arrangements 
can be made to install wall radiator eame will be approved.

to such other date as may be in accordance with the terms of employment of such person, 
then the Superintendent General may pay to such person his salary or wages from any date 
to any date and to any amount which may be payable, and may charge the same to the 
Contractors and the Contractors covenant with the Superintendent General to repay at once 
any and every sum so paid. 


4. That pursuant to the Statute in that behalf, this Agreement is made subject to the 
express condition that no member of the House of Commons of Canada shall be admitted 
to any share or part of this Agreement or any benefit to arise therefrom. 


5. That the Contractors shall not assign, transfer or set over this contract or any 
interest therein to any person or persons whomsoever, without the consent, in writing, 
of the Superintendent General of Indian Affairs first had and obtained.

Then the question arises,- wv should the 
Deminion Government make a present of this building to 
the town of Birtle? It would be certainly very unusual.

As cement floors appear to be never tree or dust , unless covered 
with linoleum or treatet . Would it not be wise to have all uncovered 
cement floors painted ? I believe the painted rloor would be much more 
sanitary , it cannot be healthrul to be constantly breathing a dust 
ladened air . In addition the paint would adda much to the appearance. 
I wish you would give this matter your consideration é

Ventilation throughout thie bern has been 
carried out es per plan and sections. I wish to draw 
your attention to the fact that Present ventilation 
in cow barn is not proving satisfactory. Cow barn 
is fully occupied with cattle and has been sweating 
for the last three weeke and ceiling is wringing wet 
throughout and doors aré Swollen. I feel that a 
Change in ventilation is necessary. I think if the 
metal ducts passing along on the under side of fleor 
between joists has a hole cut on both outside walls 
end a louver put in on outside wall at floor level 
would give more satisfactory results. Unclosed 
ventilation going up rafters do net seem to act 


Properly. I think a louver on outside of frame 
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at ceiling level would act better or boxes two 
feet square carried straight up through hay loft. 
These boxes would require to be about five feet at 
each side of centre of barn to allew for hay carrier. 
This would mean that these ducts should be carried 
Streight across and louvers at each side. The 
metal boxes only go half way across but balance 
could be done with V-Joint ceiling at bottom of 
joist to close place up. 
Principal Curry is very much dissappointed 
in this ventilation for this barn. I awaited three 
weeks to see how this ventilation would act and 
would be pleased to have your reply to same,

The new Residential school now in course 
of erection at Birtle is well on towards completion. 
The plastering is completed, and the interior finishers 
are at work. On instructions from the Department, I spent 
some time at the school compiling a detailed list of the 
furnishings that will be required. Mr. Rose, of the Dominion 
Water Powers Reclamation Branch av Winnipeg was at the school 
in connection with the installation of the water system. 
The system was tested throughout and all leaks and other 
defects were remedied. Phe Chlorinating plant, however, 
not yet in operation, as it was thought advisable to leav 
this until some person had been employed to take proper charge 
of the wrk, The two barns are completed, and the cow barn 
is in use,
